“CRAPS” NOW WIDE OPEN DOWN-TOWN. 


Five-Cent Chips and Other West Side 
Features in a Newly Opened House. 

One door east of the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association’s old headquarters, at No. 
146 Madison street, yesterday a new gam- 
bling house opened its doors to the lambs 
who are willingly fleeced. A capper, whose 
lungs would try the strength of any testing 
machine, has been engaged bf the proprie- 
tor, and in a voice that could be heard 
clear to Clark street he solicited trade all 
even’ng and during the greater part of the 
night. “ Right up stairs, boys, go right up. 
Can’t lose; square game,’ he yelled in a 
monotonous tone. The ganrbling-rooms are 
on the left hand side of the stairway up-stairs. 
They are run in connection with the Hotel 
Green. The No. * 146 ”’ is painted six times 
on the front swinging doors with the evident 
intention to impress it on the visitor. 
John Ryan and a number of other local 
sports are interested in the management. 
There are three crap tables, two poker tables, 
with limited games, two poker tables with the 
‘* oeiling’’ for the limit, a roulette anda faro 
layout. Large signs announcing that high 
suit poker checks are five cents and all other 
checks 10 cents each are posted about the 
room. Last night the place was filled with 
players who contributed to the tiger’s coffers 
in a liberalmanner. This is the only “crap” 
game running down-town since Mayor Hop- 
kins was elected. When he took hold of the 
city administration all down-town crap games 
were closed. Two policemen stood within 
100 feet of the loud voiced “roper-in”’ all 
night. 


LIVES LOST IN IDAHO SNOWSLIDES. 


Avalanches Bury Cabins, Dam Kivers, and 
Cover Railroad Tracka. 

Watuace, Idaho, March 29.—([Special. ]— 
Four immense snowslides and several smaller 
ones have come down in Cafion Creek today. 
One at the Blackbear mine, near Gem, cov- 
ered up or swept away five cabins, killing five 
persons and possibly more. Several hundred 
men have been shoveling all day and so far 
three bodies have been recovered. The snow 
is forty feet deep and almost as solidas ice. 
The Gem, ’F risco, and Poorman 
mines turned out their whole force 
of miners to work for the recovery of bodies, 
Arthur Swayne was taken out alive but very 
seriously injured. Owing to the intense ex- 
citement it is impossible to get full details or 
the names of the killed, some of whom are 
Italians. The bodies of a man, a woman, and 
a little girl have been found within a -mile 
and a half. Above Gem are three other slides, 
one of them covering both railroads 
to a depth ef considerably. over 100 
feet. This is damming Cafion Creek and 
fears are entertained of a flood. Some of the 
slides have been very destructive to flumes 
and railway property, but the full damage will 
not be known before many days. Since 4 
p.m. one came down between Wallace and 
Gem, cutting off communication. Another 
one at Placer Creek carried away a part of the 
@ectric light company flume, and tonight 
Wallace is in darkness. 


CONTROLLER’S REPORT I8 DISPUTED. 
Lima National Bank Says He Has Not 
Accounted for $89,000. 

Lima, O., March 29.—[Special,]|—B. C. 
Faurot, ex-President of the Lima’ National 
Bank, who is now agent of the bank, charges 
the Controlier of the Currency with refusing 
to account for over $89,000 of the bank’s 
money. He says it was the opinion that all 
the bank’s property after its suspension .aay 
not have been properly handied ana the re- 
mainder turned over to the agent. He se- 
cured the services of expert accountants and 
from their examination of the bank’s books 
they made a statement which showed that 
there was used by the government during the 
time it had charge of the bank the sum of 
$89,745, which amount yet remains not ac- 
eounted for. The report made by the Con- 
troller is deciared unsatisfactory, and taking 
the experts’ report as a basis and assuming it 
to be correct there isa serious discrepancy 
in the Controller’s report which the Con- 
troller refuses to explain in detail, though he 
has been repeatedly requested so to do.

Legislature Atter Fourteen Ballots Settles 
the Fight Between Aspiring Towns. 
Des Morvzs, la., March 29.—[Special.}—

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SUCCESS OF WERTHER 


FIRST PRODUCTION OF MASSENET’S 
OPERA IN AMERIOA. 


Novelty of the Season Well Received at 
‘the Auditorium<—A Study in German 
Temperament and German Music from 
the French Point of View=Mme. Eames 
Looks the Part, While Jean de Reszke 
Attains a Triumph as Werther—Arnold- 
son’s Good Work, 

The first performance in America of Mas- 
senet’s opera ** Werther ’’—the one complete 
novelty thus far produced by the Abbey-Grau 
organization during the present American 
engagement—took place at the Auditorium 
last evenmg. The event was one of musical 
importance and afforded additional brilliancy 
to the Chicago season. The premiére of the 
opera, which occurred in Vienna during Feb- 
ruary, 1892, brought forward Mme, Renaud 
and the tenor Van Dyck in the réles of Char- 
lotte and Werther, parts at the Paris produc- 
tion supplied by Mile. Delna and M. Ibos, 
Last evening these rdies were sustained by 
Mme. Emma Eames and Jean de Reszke. 
The full. cast employed in the first American 
production, given under the direction of 
Sig. Mancinelli, is as follows:

Genesis of the Work. 

More than a century ago, Feb. 1, 1792, 
there was brought out in Paris a comic opera 
** Werther and Charlotte,”’ the book by De- 
jaure and the music by Rudolf Kreutzer. The 
work, which was in one act, met, however, 
with small success. In undertaking the pres- 
ent version of Goethe’s story three collabo- 
rators have supplied Massenet with the text for 
his work, the full official title of which is: 
“Werther: A lyric opera in four acts and 


five tableaux by Edouard Blau, Paul Milliet, 
and Georges Hartmann, music by J. Masse- 
net; English version by Elizabeth Beall 
Ginty.”” Founded upon Goethe's * Sorrows of 
Werther,” the book is clever both in manner 
and application of one phase of the original, 
the purely sentimental—a course similar to 
that pursued by Gounod in his 
appropriation of *‘ Faust.’’ The opera version 
of * Werther’? must appeal strongly only to 
thosé who can merge themselves into sympathy 
with Goethe’s hero without that important 
picture of hisdevelopment which the middle 
portion of the story holds, The crucible 
through which Werther is supposed to have 
pussed between his self-imposed departure 
from Charlotte and his return to her, firm in 
the conviction that love is the total of life, is 
eliminated entirely. It is not even suggested 
in the opportunity which might have been af- 
forded so readily. The man who essays court 
life to find it “* briliant wretchedness,”’ and 
‘who cherishes a passionate hatred of the 
shams of established society, with its cramped 
conditions, its false value of rank, and its 
worldly emptiness, is denied completely. 
Through the treatment accorded Werther by 
the librettists he becomes a man of unreason- 
ing sentiment, with a fixed idea and no 
thought beyond that employed in its ac. 
complishment. The gradual development of 
suicidal mania, Werther’s fears for his mind, 
the constant presence of. that one thought— 
death—and the facing of God in Nature in 
that supreme moment, have made no success- 
ful appeal to the imagination of the adapters, 
German with French Treatment. 

The opera of ** Werther” is a study in Ger. 
man temperament and German music from 
the French point of view. The n.aterial for 
foundation is furtiished in the first instance 
by Goethe, and in the second by Wagner. The 
homely picture presented in the first act of 
the opera approaches more closely in fidelity 
to Goethe’s ideal than those subsequent to it. 
A presentment at once sympathetic and strik- 
ing, it is infused with the spirit and atmos- 
phere of German rustic life of the period. In 
this scene Werther discovers Charlotte attired 
in her simple bail gown, cutting bread and 
butter for her motherless »rothers and sisters, 
whom the good Baillie, with an admirable 
forethought truely Teutonic, has been drilling 
in Christmas carols in midsummer. The act 
concludes with a scene in the moonlit garden 
in which Werther tells Charlotte of his already 
awakened love, a declaration broken in upon 
by the announcement of the Baillie that Albert 
has returned, and the consequent acknowledg. 
ment of Charlotte that he is her betrothed 
whom she has promised her dying mother to 
wed. 

The second act is supposed to open after 
the marriage of Albert and Charlotte. The 
friendship sprung up between Werther and 
Albert through common appreciation of 
Charlotte prompts the husband to warn him 
of the danger possible to result from his 
continued presence. Werther’s promise to 
depart is broken in upon by Sophie with 
happy contrast in gayety of mood. A scene 
ensues between Charlotte and Werther in 
which she assures him that absence will 
assuage his grief and bids him return at 
Christmas. An effective climax is ailowed in 
the close of the act when Sophie's sudden an- 
nouncement to Charlotte that Werther is 
gone forever awakens Albert to the knowl- 
edge that Werther is the man she loves, 

The Pathetic Denouement. 

The third act, in which tne original is al- 
tered entirely in the culminating scene, opens 
with Charlotte’s confession to herself of the 
place that Werther has grown to fill in her 
heart. The sudden return of Werther is fol- 
lowed by Chariotte’s pathetic acknowledg- 
tent of love and‘her desperate appeal that 
he leave ber forever. Albert enters imme. 
diately after the departure of Werther, whom 
he has met.. Theagitation of Charlotte and 
the consequent suspicion of Albert are broken 
in upon by the hearer of a message from 
Werther sung the loan of Albert’s pistols, 
as he is about to depart on a journey. Filled 
with terror and misgivings Charlotte mechan- 
ically complies with the peremptory demand 
of her husband, and herself hands the pistols 
to the messenger. Alarmed, she seeks Werther 
and discovers him mortally wounded. 
Throughout the short, patheticscene, in which 
Werther dies in her arms, the 


It will be seen that with the exception of 
this final scene the general outline, from the 
point of view assumed, is adhered to carefully 
in the main. The ideas and expressions em. 
ployed by Goethe are also given intelligent 
application, even otherwise introduced 
than in the original, The climax with which 
each act concludes is careful in management 


and just in ,» With the exception 
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idea of compliance with stage demands, is 
prolonged beyond all limitations of natural- 
ness. ; 
Music Is Seriously Unequal, 

Of the music it must be said that it is seri- 
ously unequal in value. The free declama- 
tion employed throughout is clearly modeled 
after Wagner, an influence at times as clearly 
suggested by the orchestra, treated in accord 
with the phase of emotion portrayed, vary- 
ing, indeed,-in genuineness, but at all 
times impressed with the stamp of 
grace and knowledge of orchestral resource. 
Indeed, taken asa whole it iin the instru- 
mentation that the chief value of the work 
must be placed. In the first act there is a 
fatal lack of strength through a succumbing 
to sentimentality. The mouotony of woe be- 
comes oppressive. 

The first genuine effect comes through the 
“Douce Extase” allotted to Werther, 
The intermezzo occurring in this act 
which contains the Charlotte motive 
also lends a grateful sense of color, 
The gayety of Sophie’s presence and her song, 
‘*Du gai soleil plein de flamme,” spring 
like a ray of sunshine from the heart of the 
second act. 

The scene at the close of the act between 
Charlotte and Werther, previous to the de- 
parture of the latter; is one of strength, but it 
is reserved until the third act for interest 
of a genuine and irresistible nature to be 
awakened. The scene between Charlotte and 
Sophie, the prayer of Charlotte, and the duo 
succeeding Werther’s return followin admira- 
ble sequence, Thisscene between Charlotte 
and Werther is beyond doubt the strong- 
est point in the opera and shows 
fertility of resource and appreciation 
of dramatic values. An intermezzosomewhat 
ambitious in attempt is followed by the final 
duo broken in upon by recurring strains of 
the contrasting Christmas carol of the chil- 
dren. Here, however, the same fatal delicacy 
of taste and sentiment prevail to the exclu- 
sion of strength and naturalness, 

De Reszke Makes a Great Hit. 


As Werther Jean de Reszke assumed a r6éle 
with which he was in evident sympathy. The 
appearance of the character was admira- 
bly fulfilled, and the dramatic fer- 
vor attained by him \ in the 
scene of departure and stilt more 
eminently in the duo in the third act is 
worthy to be classed among the greatest. 
work he has accumplished. 

Mme. Eames appeared the Charlotte, but 
there all resemblance to the intent of. crea- 
tion ceased. There was lack of abandon and 
stiffness in action, together with failure to 
seriously comprehend the demands of 
the music. In the prayer which 
occurs in the third act Mme. Eames attained 
her best effort of the evening. Her success in 
the succeeding duo with M. de Reszke may be 
regarded as one of moderate esteem—scarce- 
ly more. As Sophie Mme. Arnoldson was 
admirable. Unflagging in animation and 
archness, she achieved the one entirely satie- 
factory impersonation aside from M. de 
Reszke. 

The absence of chorus except for the num- 
bers allotted to children’s voices rendered the 
more necessary that the limited undertaking 
in this direction be properly fulfilled. This 
last evening was assuredly not the case. A 
collection of perfunctory and insufficiently 
drilled figures, a species of human fur- 
niture, marred the opening scene, which 
they were intended to make picturesque. 
There is, according to the demands of presen- 
tation, a hasty flitting on the part of mute 
personages who serve to impress the fact of 
ample resource as to numbers, but of doubt- 
ful value as to meaning.- The change of 
scene which precedes Wertner’s death, when 
the snowy town fades to leave the study of 
Werther, is of beauty in effect, but not fully 
appreciable last evening owing to incompe- 
tent management. 

The audience was awakened to enthusiasm 
after the second act, and at the conclusion of 
the third insisted upon numerous curtain 
calls. To the really splendid work of Jean de 
Reazke this was chiefly due, which the 
audience seemed desirous to impress to the 
fullest extent.

Express Messenger Hardin Is Arrested at 
Fort Smith, Ark. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., March 29.—[Special.]— 
Dispatches from Fort Smith, Ark., report the 
arrest yesterday by Detective F. J. Dodge and 
Supt. Simpson of the Wells-Fargo Express 
company of Charles Ketcham, alias Charles 
Hardin, an ennbezzling messenger of the Ad- 
ams Express company, He is charged with 
the theft of $35,000 en route from New York 
to Galveston. The prisuner is well known in 
St. Louis as Charles Hardin. For several 
years he was associated with Elrod, 
the photographer, on Sixth street, 
Upon the failure of Elrod’s business in 1891 
Hardin found employment with the Adams 
Express company and was given a run on the 
Cincinnati Southern railroad from Cincinnati 
to Chattanooga. The money package that 
was robbed was in Hardin’s custody from 
Cincinnati to Chattanooga or Birmingham. 
At one of these points it passed to the control 
of the Wells-Fargo company and was forward- 
ed to Galveston. Upon ite arrival there and 
the discovery that it had been robbed and 
stuffed with trash the consignees fell back 
upon the express companies for an explana- 
tion. The Wells-Fargo people insisted the 
robbery occurred while the packet was in the 
custody of the Adams company, which the 
latter denied.

‘I beg that you will at once 
tender me your resignation so that I can forward 
your commission in time for you to take 
your place in the Senate and take part in the dis- 
cussion and settlement of the tariff measure soon 
to come before the Senate. I am pleased to ten- 
der to you this appointment, because your dis- 
tinguished services in the House have com- 
manded the admiration and the endearment of 
our people, and I am quite sure that my action 
will be most heartily applauded by them.

DR. ROGERS ON LAWMAKING POWER, 
This Is the Governing and Regulating In- 
fluence in the Nation. 

President Henry Wade Rogers delivered a 
lecture yesterday afternoon in the chapel of 
Memorial Hall,. Evanston, before the uni- 
versity students,on *“‘The Lawmaking Pow- 
er." Hedefined the lawmaking power of the 
State as the governing power of the State— 
the power to make, alter, and repeal laws; 
to regulate civil conduct; to promote by good 
laws the welfare of the subject, or by bad 
laws to provoke calamity and ruin. When 
the American people came to establish gov- 
ernments they acted on the principle that the 
lawmaking power should be kept distinct 
from the law-executing and law-interpreting 
powers, 
any; government must of 
powers is not establishetl. Hence the distinct 
legislative, executive, and judicial bodies. 

** While this separation may be theoretical- 
ly complete,”’ he said, ** it is found not so in 
actual practice, as the Judges in our courts of 
last resort are obliged to legislate in cases 
which are new in principle and in respect to 
which the legislative will is unexpressed. And 
this power the courts possess even under Con- 
stitutions the most explicit in forbidding 
either of the three departments of govern- 
ment exercising the powers of the other two. 
lt cannot be denied that in the United States 
there exists at the present time a general dis- 
trust of our legislative bodies. ‘he people 
lack confidence in the intelligence, capacity, 
wisdom, and integrity of the State Legis- 
latures. Itis too often the case that corrupt 
men secure their election to legislative bodies 
for the money that can be made by selling 
legislation — by ‘sand-bagging’ corpora- 
tions. We may well deplore that in these 
times good men should feel so much reluct- 
ance about assuming the office of a legislator, 
thus giving opportunity to dishonest men to 
crowd themselves into public places ‘for 
what there is in it,’ and without any sense of 
public duty or responsibility.” 

President Rogers considered a few ofthe 
reasons why it is that public office has so 
largely cerpsed to be regarded by lawmakers 
as a publie trust. The present gang rule 
method of running politics in large cities, the 
growth of powerful corporations, with their 
power to buy legislation, and the principle of 
rotation in office all have blighting effects on 
the morality of legislative bodies,

SEVERAL DEATHS FROM SMALLPOX, 


Sanitary Inspecters Discover a Serious 
State of Affairs, 

New York, March 29.—[Specia!.|—Board 
of Health inspectors discovered smallpox to- 
night in the large double five-story tenement 
house at No. 2704 Eighth avenue, whichis 
occupied by ten families. Two deaths from 
the disease occurred in the house within the 
last forty-eight hours, seven tenants were 
taken to the Reception Hospital and one 
could not be removed, as his death was only a 
question of ininutes. Fully one-half of the 
other occupants are suspected of havmg con- 
tracted the . disease. The sanitary in- 
spectors declare that never in _ all 
their experience had they discov- 
ered such a state of affairs within 
the city limits. A report reached the Heaith 
Board Wednesday afternoon that a young 
woman was ill at No, 2704 Eighth avenue, 
suffering from what was supposed to be 
smallpox. Health Inspector Dr. O’Byyne 
fount Delia Ager, 20 years old, in’the last 
stages of the disease. She was removed to 
the Reception Hospital, where she died. A 
number of cases were found today and three 
deaths were reported at the Board of Health.

DICKERING FOR VOTES 


DELEGATES MAKE TRADES BUT FAIL 
TO NAME A CANDIDATE 


Deadlock Continues in the Fourth Judicial 
Convention at Jacksonville, Where the 
Balloting {s Carried Up to the 435th 
Without ResuiteMorgan Coanty Com- 
pliments All the Aspirants, but Never 
When It Will Prove Effective-Gov. 
McKinley Addresses Students. 


JACKSONVILLE, Ill., March 29,—[Special.]— 

When the 435th bailot was taken in the judi- 
cial convention before adjournment tonight 
the result was the same as on the second bal- 
lot yesterday. The convention met at 9 
o’clock and for the first time harmless trading 
was indulged in. Menard gave its four votes 
to Thompson a time or two, always certain 
Mr. Thompson could not be nominated. Then 
Morgan proceeded to ecmpliment Lacey, 
Vandeventer, and &eme of the other candi- 
dates, invariably returning to Thompson. 
A good many delegates were disposed to 
traffic with their brethren from other counties, 
but the candidates for the Judgeship pinned 
down everything of thissort. The Coogres- 
sional candidates were greatly exercised over 
the weather and received but little comfort. 
Occasional inquiries would be heard about 
Judge Shope, and thoze intimate with the 
gentleman were asked if it wasn’t possible he 
might accept the nomination after 
all, Some even went the length 
of saying Judge Shope was the 
only man who could be nominated by the 
convention. This came from some who 
in the past have not been among the Judge’s 
most ardent admirers. A Fulton County 
delegate noticing this change of sentiment 
said: 

‘We have always told you Shope was the 
divinity of the Democratic patty over here. 
No sooner is he politically dead than you 
chaps get up dice games for his vestments.”’ 

On the 149th ballot Morgan gave its 10 
votes to Bonney and Thompson. Adams 
County sent up a howl of joy. It was the 
extension of an idle compliment. Bonney 
could not muster more than 29, and Morgan 
returned to its first love, Thompson. Aftera 
time Menard and Scott gave their votes to 
Orr, bringing the Pike County man up to 16, 
and decreasing Lacey’s vote by 7. Morgan 
executed another lightning change by going 
over'to Scofield. Two hundred and thirteen 
ballots were had without a nomination and a 
recess was had until afternoon. The Lacey 
contingent sent word to the Morgan deleyga- 
tion that it was willing to drop Lacey and 
unite with Morgan in nominating Orr. To 
this Morgan returned ayy refusal, saying 
it had complimented all the candidates and 
demonstrated the fact that none of them had 
enough votes to be nominated. This settled 
Orr unless the Bailey and Scofield votes came 
over, a contingency which could scarcely 
occur, 


Deadlock Continges Fast. 

The afternoon session led off with the 214th 
ballot, which gave the same result as the sec- 
ond taken yesterday. It was understood a 
supreme effort was to be made in Orr's be- 
half, and everybody was waiting for the break- 
up tocome. The Secretaries of the conven- 
tion worked in relays now. The second day 
was slipping away with exceeding rapidity and 
there was no apparent contingency of a nomi- 
nation. Presently John M. Darnell, Chairman 
of the Schuyler County delegation and W. H. 
Nixon, Chairman of the Morgan County con- 
tingent, went into executive sesgion. Mr. 
Darnell was a Vandeventer man and he 
wanted Morgan to render assistance if any of 
the candidates withdrew. Lacey’s friends had 
been importuning Morgan to vote for their 
Morgan did so early in the session of 
the day, but with rare _ forethought 
bestowed complimentary votes at times 
when it was certain no nomination 
could be made, There was no change on the 
800th 
Schuyler moved a recess for an hour. The 
couvention adopted thesuggestion on a viva 
voce vote. The idea was to get some of the 
candidates out of the way if possibie in the 
interest of Vandeventer and Orr. No 
change was recorded when the conven- 
tion met at 4 oclock. The _ delega- 
tion from Adams County held a caucus 
during the recess and declining overtures 
which might have led to Vandeventer’s num- 
ination resolved to stick to Bonney, saying 
that gentieman’s nomination was certain. It 
was evident after twenty or thirty more 
ballots were had -that nothing could be ac- 
complished, and a recess was had until 8 
at right. 

The evening session led off without the 
change of a hair’s breath inthe situation. 
The candidates had the same strength as at the 
beginning of the convention. The delegates 
had held caucuses during the recess, but they 
would listen to nothing in the way of compro- 
mise. The candidate with 8 votes was as certain 
of nomination as Judge Lacey, who held on 
to his thirty-two votes despite the strenuous 


efforts of the others, who did their best to de- | 


plete his strength. Senator Leeper was hand- 
ling Lacey’s campaign with skill and judg- 
ment, although he had about as much as he 
could do because of the importunities of: the 
friends of Vandeventer and others. 

Judges Want Promotion. 

Bonney, Lacey, and Scofield are Judges of 
the Circuit Court at this time. A seaton the 
Supreme bench is the natural promotion from 
the Circuit Court. Mr. Vandeventer, a man 
of decided ability as a lawyer and scholar, has 
never served the State asa member of its Ju- 
diciary. Mr. Thompson, who, like Mr. Van- 
deventer, isa man of pronounced ability, is 
the County Judge of Morgan. Not one of the 
candidates was willing to withdraw lest such 
action be construed as a surreniler. As the 
bailoting went ahead hour after hour the 
400th ballot told the same old story, Bonney 
32, and so on. Then Senator Leeper 
said some of the delegation wanted 
time to consult and moved a recess until 9 in 
the morning. Meridith Walker of Fuiton moved 
as asubstitute an adjournment until tomor- 
row morning. It was not entertained because 
it lacked a second. Senator Leeper’s motion 
was defeated ona roll-call by a vote of 
yeas 19'¢ tonays 77'¢. On theannouncement 
of the result of the 435th ballot the conven- 
tion adjourned until 9 o’clock in the morning, 
apparently as far removed from a nomination 
asit Wasin the beginning. The friends of 
Lacey and Bonney declare they will force 
Morgan County to show its hand and choose a 
winner, This Morgan expressed a_ willing- 
ness to do. 


MODIFIED SUFFRAGE FOR WOMEN. 


Iowa House Amends the Bill It Had 
Previously Passed. 

Des Mornes, Ia., March 29.—[Special.]— 
The House this afternoon amended and 
passed the bill conferring municipal and 
school suffrage upon women. The bill passed 
several days ago, but a motion. was filed to re- 
consider, and today the motion was called up 
and the vote reconsidered. The bill was then 
amended so as to confer upon women the 
right to vote only on questions affecting taxa- 
tion, and as amended it passed the House by a 
vote of 51 to 39. The bill was at once mes- 
saged over to the Senate, and the Democrats 
tried to have ittaken up for immediate con- 


for it in order to help the suffragists among 
the Republicans pass it.

PLUMBERS’ FIGHT ON. 


STRIKE IN THE BUILDING TRADES 
MAY BE PREOIPITATED. 


Master Plumbers Refuse to Sign an Ex- 
tension of the Present Contract with 
the Journey men’s Union, So the Latter, 
Who Have Plenty of Money, Will Stop 
Work Unless Demands Are Acceded 
ToCigarmakers Strike for Alleged 
Unsatisfactory Treatment. 


The journeymen plumbers and bosses are at 
odds. A general strike is threatened next 
Monday aud there is every probability of its 
taking place. Should it be ordered over 1,500 
men will lay down their tools. The plumbers 
have $35,000 in their treasury. They say 
they were sever better prepared for a long 
fight, and will stay out all summer if their de- 
mands are not acceded to. On the other hand 
the bosses are tangled up in hundreds of small 
contracts, which must be carried out. For 
this reason the plumbers are confident of win- 
ning, notwithstanding the bosses are angry 
and denunciatory. 

Two years ago the Chicago Journeymen’s 
and Chicago Junior Plumbers’ Associations 
entered into a contract with the Master 
Plumbers’ Association by which the wages of 
the journeymen were fixed at $3.75 a day. 
This contract expires the last day of April. 
Three weeks ago the District Council of the 
plum bers discussed a new contract, and it was 
decided to insist upon the old schedule. The 
masters’ association was notified. Last week 
the masters informed the plumbers that they. 
would not pay the old schedule. Instead of 
quietly extending the former contract as the 
yvlumbers expected the masters came forward 


/ with several demands of their own. They 


put $3.25 per day as the wage limit and also 
insisted that the journeymen furnish their 
own furnaces. The furnaces cost. $7 each 
and have always been purchased by. the mas- 
ters. It is one of the strong planks of the 
plumbers’ union that the bosses shall pay for 
the furnaces, and this demand is held as a 
slap at the very existence of the association. 

I'he Masters’ Association, which has an of- 
fice at No. 197 Madison street, invited a con- 
ference. The plumbers and masters each ap- 
ocr pon a committee of six. A meeting was 

eld and it ended stormily, No compromise 
could be effected. The plumbers stoud by 
their ultimatum—the old schedule or a gen- 
eral strike. 


Time Gone By for Talking. 


** The time is-past for further talk.” said 
James A. Doyle, business agent of the Chica- 
go Juniors’ Asscciation. ‘ There is every 
probability of the strike bemg ordered apd it 
wilt be a big one at that. Every shop in the 
city will be affected. The trouble with the 
masters is that many of them have got them- 
selves into trouble and. they are trymg to 
even up on the plumbers. When the - hard 
times started in last September the masters 
became seared. They took contracts at any 
kind of a figure, thinking that times 
would get so hard that the journey- 
men would work at any price. 
Things haven’t turned out exactly that way 
and the plumbers do not propose to work for 
one cent less than the old schedule, The big 
contractors are generally in favor of renew- 
ing the old contract, but the army of small 
bosses, who work on a narrow capital, insist 
on the $3.25 per day schedule. As they out- 
number the big contractors in the Master 
Plumbers’. Association and as their votes 
count Just as much, it looks as if we will have 
a pretty fight on hand.” 

The plumbers will take final action Sunday 
afternoon. The journeymen will meet at 
Greenebaum’s Hall, on Fifth avenue, and the 
juniors at No, 192 East Washington street. 


Painters Alse Threatesd to Strike. 


The painters are also threatening to 
inaugurate a guerrilla warfare next Monday. 
When the hard times struck Chicago last fall 
the painters consented to a reduction of from 
35 to 30 cents per hour. President Galvin of 
the Painters’ District Council says, beginning 
next Monday, the old schedule of 35 cents 
will go into effect. No general strike will be 
ordered should the demand be resisted, but 
two or three shops will be called out at a time. 
President Galvin says there are 3.000 men in 
the various painters’ unions and that there is 
work forall. One hundred additional men 
can be used here, 

Should there be prolonged trouble in the 
building trades it would have a disastrous 
effect on contractors, for itisa fact that an 
enormous amount of construction is going on 
The few months pre- 
vious to the World’s Fair was thought to be 
the star period in Chicago’s growth, but fig- 
ures taken from the Building Commissioner's 
office show that January, February, and 
March of this year have been the greatest 
building months in its history. The valua- 
tions will not approximate so much, but the 
number of permits have been extraordinary.

CIGARMAKERS TO GO OUT ON STRIKE. 


Valiens & Co.’s Employes Consider They 
Are Not Treated Properly. 

Five hundred cigarmakers employed by 
Eugene Vallens & Co., whose factory was re- 
cently destroyed in the old Athenwum Build- 
ing fire, went out on strike yesterday. The 
direct cause of their action was the discharge 
of a Cuban workman named St. Cyre, who 
came to work three hours tate, but it is said 
the Spanish workmen, numbering 150, have 
for some time been contempfating striking 
because of alleged unsatisfactory treatment 
on the part of the proprietors. Mr. Vallens 
said that St. Cyre handled his stock very bad- 
ly Wednesday and then did not show up until 
10 o'clock yesterday morning. He dis- 
charged the fellow, when all the Spanish 
workmen quit. The others walked out at 
noon. There are fifty women and girls 
among the strikers, who assembled at Fisher's 
Hall, No 82 Lake street, and 
held a meeting at which resolutions were 
adopted to the etfect that steps be taken to 
unionize the shop; that empioyés be subject 
to orders of the shop foreman only; that Mr. 
Vallens be not permitted hereafter to inter- 
fere between the foreman and workmen, and 
that the strike be maintained until these 
demands be acceded to. M. Viller presidod 
and A. Menloza was Secretary. Then a com- 
mittee was appointed who made up a list of 
demands and presented it to the firm at the 
factory, corner of Michigan avenue and 
Randolph street. Mr. Vallens met the com- 
mittee, but declined a conference. He sent 
the strikers word that they could call at the 
office Saturday morning and get their pay 
and also gave notice that he would not attempt 
to open his factory again in Chicago. 
Later in the day Mr. Vallens said: ‘* There is 


no use trying to continue in business here>

The Rev. R. A. Torrey Accepts the Call to 
the Pastorate, Five Years Vacant.

EXPERT HARPER SHOWS MAYOR HOP- 
. KINS WHERE THE MONEY GOES 


What Appears to Be Big Bills for Keep- 
ing Men at the Two-Mile Crib Now 
Under Investigation=His Honor Ex- 
presses Surprise at General Discoveries 
in the Departments—Rozet Is After an 
Injunction=Contracts for Street and 
Alley Cleaning. ; 

Expert Accountant Harper continues his 
investigation of the city’s books with consid- 
erable profit to the city, as it will appear ina 
few days. He has discovered many leaks ‘to 
which he has cal the attention of the 

Mayor and the Controller from time to time, 

Many of these leaks have been stopped and 

nothing has been said about them, The 

scandals have been glossed over, A few days 


‘ago Mr. Harper came upon a leak of unusual 


proportions in the Water Department. The 
keeper at the two-mile crib and his assistants 
are maintained there at the cost of the city, 
which pays the board bill once every 
inmonth., Some months the bills have 
been rather steep, running up to 
$500 or thereabouts. Last month 
the bill was for $467 and Mr. Harper in- 
quired how many men were maintained at the 
erib for this amount. The reply was that 
there were most of the time five, occasionally 
eight, but that the average did not exceed six. 
This would mean that the maintenance of 
each man was $78 a month. He wanted to 
know what the crib-keeper and his men 
on. He reported to the Mayor, who req } 
him to makea thorough. investigation aad 
penens all the facts to him lateron, Mr.

As evidenze of the havoc which a big fire 
works in insurance profits and business the 
annual statement of the insurance depart- 
ment of North Dakota for 1893, just out, is 
interesting. The Fargo conflagration in that 
State last summer will be remembered, and 


the insurance figures at hand show that the 


companies during the year took in premiums 

amounting to $419,620 and incurred losses 

aggregating $1,219,802. In other words, the 

com panies will pay out $2.90 in losses for 

every $1 received in premiums. The pre- 

miums received and the losses incurred by 

fifteen of the losing companies are given be- 

low as an example of the beneficent workings 

of fire insurance: :

Summer Dwelling Rates in the East.

Trolley Wires Increase Risk. 

Recently it has been ascertained that in quite 
a number of smaller cities, especially in Ulinois 
and Iowa, private parties have had electric wires 
attached to the trolley wires used by street rail- 
roads and brought directly into~ their places of 
business for lighting. This is pronounced by all 
electricians as especially dangerous, as fires are 
more apt to be caused thereby. Agents should 
inquire into this and report every case to their 
companies, declining to write where this plan is 
in use, at least until an inspection is made by an 
expert.—-Once in Awhile. 


The Travelers’ Reduaces Rates. 

The Travelers’ Insurance company has reduced 
its rates for accident insurance from $25 to $20 
per $5,000. Itis understood that the reduction 
was made owing to strong competition. The 
Travelers’ held to its old rate for a long time, but 
so many big companies have entered the field 
against it that the reduction was necessary.

Some day the truth about that compromise 
will comeout. Then it will be known that 
instead of standing firm as'arock for uncon- 
ditional repeal, Grover Cleveland was like a 
wavering reed. He assented toa compromise 
which involved coinmg the seigniorage until 
the protest of public sentiment against it 
and the message which Secretary Carlisle 
carried from John Sherman one Sunday out 
to W oodley caused him to veer around again 
for unconditional repeal. All these things 
were recalled today when the last two clauses 
of the veto message were read. Gorman and 
others of the Democratic Senators ¢alled the 
attention of their collegues to the fact that 
here was the essence of their rejected com- 
promise. They thought it went a long way 
toward vindicating them that the President 
five months later should say in substance that 
he favored coining the seigniorage, provided 
the Secretary of the Treasury had the author- 
ity given him to issue a low rate pond. 

They thought the country would understand 
that the compromise would have been better 
afterali, for then the administration would 
not have come so perilously near making a 
failure of its bond issue, which was at that 
time foreseen to be inevitable. The effect of 
the last two clauses in the veto message is 
everywhere interpreted to commit the ad- 
ministration to the coinage of the seigniorage 
and its use for current expenses. In other 
words Mr, Cleveland is still ready to use fiat 
money to meet the deticit which is for the 
second time hanging over the Treasury. 


Republicans Criticise the Suggestions. 


Republican Senators and Representatives, 
while praising the underlying principle of the 
message without reserve, were sharp in their 
criticism of these suggestions. Their opinion 
was reflected by Senator Allison, who com- 
mended the tone of the message as giving as- 
surance both at home and abroad that the 
President would insist: on maintaining the 
gold reserve, yet at the same time the lowa 
Senator thought it both unfortunate and un- 
necessary that Congress should ‘be invited to 
utilize the seigniorage undé® any conditions. 
The Republicans.who supported the repeal of 
the Sherman law last October, under the lead 
of Sherman and Allison, were agaiust coining 
the seigniorage then and they are against it 
now. Senator Manderson remarked that Mr. 
Cleveland, having got pretty neariy on Re. 
publican ground, it was a pity that he should 
be fooling with the seigniorage. 

Whether the President gains afhything by 
this invitation to his party to pass a modified 
seigniorage bill is yet to be developed. His 
conciliatory attitude on this point bears evi- 
dence that the pleas of Carlisle and Gresham 
for him to trim in order to catch the political 
wind have not teen unavailing. At first blush 
Mr. Cleveland seems to huve displeased both 
the sound money men anc the siiverites in his 
own party. The silver Democrats were fill- 
ing the air with lamentations declaring that 
the President had split the party wide open; 
that there was nothing in iton which they 
could go to their districts, and that as the 
seigniorage proposition was coupled with 
bonds it would never be entertained by them, 
Plenty of this excited talk was heard today, 
but there are signs which indicate that after 
the indignation has had time to cool off a 
move will be made to passa bill to meet the 
President’s views. 

It is certain that his veto has not stamped 
out the agitation of silver legislation in. Con- 
gress, and it does not seem to have had that 
purpose. The* Democratic Congressional 
committee has the matter in hand, and some 
of its members were influential in modifyiug 

ringing veto which the President at one 
time had in mind. Of course the silverites 
will first try to pass the bill over the veto, and 
that will fail. Then there will be propositions 
for a straight free coinage bill. When these 
propositions get well under way the trimmers 
will come forward’ with their modified 
seigniorage bill. 
the President, because while a party vote 
might get it through the-House “the Demo- 
cratic majority in the Senate is not large 
enough to secure its passage there. But the 
agitation and the uncértainty,wili remain. 


Shifts Responsibility for Party Splits. 


The President apparently does .not expect 
an amended bill to reach him, yet he has fore- 
shadowed his willingness to signone. The 
White House notion seems to be that a good 
deai of the responsibility for splitting the 
party is shifted from his shoulders to those of 
the kickmg Democratic Congressmen. His 
partisans will be able to claim that he has not 
shown any unwillingness to increase the cur- 
rency by coining the $55,000,000 seignior, 
age. If thatis not done and another bond 
ivsue becomes necessary uader the present 
cumbersome provisions of the resumption 
law the blame will rest on the Democratic 
Congressmen. 

The President’s supporters wiil claim that 
it would be much better to get the use of the 
seigniorage for current expenses by merely 
detining and confirming the power of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to issue a low rate bond 
in an emergency than to keep the seigniorage 
in the Treasury and put out another straight 
issue of bonds. 

The objectjon of these Democratic Con- 
gressinen that they can only get the seignior- 
age by the authorizing of the unpopular bond 
issue is not expected, thereitore, to have 
much weight. This kind of argument is in- 
tended for the South and Southwest. In the 
Nétth and East the President’s followers will 
say that the mere putting out of $55,000,000 
additionai silver liabilities is a trifle so long 
asthe Treasury is able to protect them by 
strengthening the gold reserve when it be- 
comes necessary. 

The straigntout silver men seem the best 
pleased with the veto. They never cared for 
the coining of the seigniorage, because that 
did not put any additional si:ver doliars in cir- 
culation. They wanted the bullion in the Treas- 
ury coined, and consented to the seigniorage 
proposition in order that they might secure 
the other advantage. They looked on the 
Bland bill more as a sentimental concession 
to silver than as practical legisiation. 

Shows Hostility to Silver. 


They are therefore glad to have a veto 
which emphasizes, as they say, the Cieveland 
adininistration’s undying hostility to silver 
and shows the need of straignhtout free coin- 
age iegisiation without conditions. They are 
aiso pieased because the President has put the 
silver Democrats, so cailed, ina hole. They 
think that Grover has payed smart politics in 
outlining a seigniorage bili which he knows 
can never be passed. They intimate broadly 
that be is not sincere in wnat he says about 
coining the seigniorage under conditions. If 
he had expecteu a modified billto be passed 
they say he would never huve given a hint of 
what it should contain. ‘he straigotout 
silverites wili never supporta pure seignior- 
age bili either with or without bonds. 

The opinions of Teller, Dubois,and others of 
the silver State Senators is very clear on this 
point aud they are undoubtedly pleased with 
the veto. They propose now to go right 
ahead and insist on free coinage legislation. 
They know they can’t get it, but (heir pur- 

ose is to keep the issue in the public mind. 
The Populist Senators seem to bein sympa- 
thy with this view. Senator Allen of Ne- 
braska remarked this afternoon that ali there 
was in the veto was the last two clauses, and 
he doubted whether the President would have 
made those suggestions if there was any pos- 
sibility of passing a modified bill. Speaking 
for himself, Senator Allen was firmly of the 
belief that no bill for coining the seigniorage 
could be passed with a bond attachment. 

Tho effec: of tlie veto on pending tazilf leg- 
jislation was freely discussed. Much talk was 
heard irom the disgruntled Democrats that it 
complicated tariil legislation very seriously,

It is not likely ever to reach _| 


to fo these delusions now as at a later 
time. Silver Democrats may be put in-a hole 
on the tariff and Quay’s free coinage amend- 
ment a some complications, but in 
the end amendment will not be grafted 
on the tariff bill. The Southern Democratic 
Senators who are loudest for free coinage 
have said repeutedly that they would not mix 
it with the tariff. Bland has said the same 
thing in the House. There are plenty of Re- 
ublican Senators who, while anxious to de- 
eat the tariff bill, will never stultify their op- 
position to free silver by voting for a free 
coinage ameniment to the tariff measure. 


Text of the Veto Message. 


The President’s veto message which accom- 
panied the seigniorage coinage bill back to 
Congress is as follows: 

To the House of Representatives: I return 
without my approval House bill numbered 4,596, 
entitied “ An act directing the coinage of the sil- 
ver bullion held jn the Treasury and for other 
purposes.” : 

My strong desire to avoid disagreement with 
those in both Houses of Congress who have sup- 
ported this bill would lead me to approve it if I 
could believe that the public good would not 

thereby endangered and that such action on 
my part would be a vroper discharge of oflicial 
duty. Inasmuch, however, as I am unable to sat- 
isfy myself that the proposed legislation is either 
wise or opportune my conception of the obliga- 
tions and responsibilities attached to the great 
office I hold forbids the indulgence of my per- 
sonal desire and inexorably confines me to that 
course which is dictated by my on and judg- 
ment and pointed out by a sin purpose to 
protect and promote the general interests of our 


peop. 

The financial disturbance which swept over the 
country during the last year was unparalleled in 
its severity anji disastrous consequences. There 
seemed to be almost an entire displacement of 
faith in our financial ability and a loss of confi- 
dence in our fiscal policy. Among those who 
attempted to dssign causes for our distress it 
was very generally conceded that the operation 
of a provision) of law then in force which re- 
quired the government to purchase monthly a 
large amount of silver bullion and issue its notes 
in payment therefor, was either entirely or to a 
large extent responsible for our condition. This 
led to the repeal the lst day of November, 1893, of 
this statutory provision. We had, however, fallen 
so low in the depths of depression and timidity 
and apprehension had so completely gained con- 
trol in financial circles that our rapid recupera- 
tion could not be reasonably expected. 

Our recovery has, nevertheless, steadily pro- 
gressed, and though less than five nionths have 
elapsed since the repeal of the mischievous silver 
purchase requirement a wholesome improvement 
is unmistakably apparent. Confidence in our 
absolute solvency is to such an extent reinstated 
and faith in our disposition to adhere to sound 
financial methods is so ‘ar restored as to produce 
the most encouraging results both at home and 
abroad. The wheels of domestic industry have 
been slowly set in motion and the tide of foreign 
investment has again started in our direction. 

Our recovery being so well under way, nothing 
should be done to check our convalescence; nor 
should we forget that a relapse at this time would 

.almost surely reduce us to a lower stage of finan- 

‘cial distress than that from which we are just 
emerging. 

I believe that if the bill under consideration 
should become a law it would be regarded as a 

,retrogression from the financial intentions in- 
dulged by our recent repeal of the provision 
forcing silver bullion purchases; that it would 
weaken if it did not destroy returning faith and 
coufidence in our sound financial tendencies, and 

t as aconsequence our progress to renewed 
business health would be unfortunately checked 
anda return to our recent distressing plight 
seriously threatened. 

This proposed-legislation is so related to the 
currency conditions growing out of the law eom- 
pelling the purchase of silver by the government 
that a glance at such conditions an@a partial re- 
ae of the law referred to may not be unprofit- 
able, 


Amount of Silver Purchased. 


Between Aug. 14, 1890, when the law became 
operative, and Nov. 1, 1893, when the clause it 
contained directing the purchase of silver was 
repealed, there were purchased by the Secretary 
of the Treasury more than 168,000,000 ounces of 
silver builion.. In payment for this bullion the 
government issued its Treasury notes of various 
denominations, amounting to nearly $156,000,- 
000, which notes were immediately added to the 
currency in circulation among our people. Such 
notes were by the law made legal tender in pay- 
mentof all debts, public and private, except 
when otherwise exp*essly stipulated, and were 
made @receiveable for customs, taxes, and all 
public dues; and when so received might be reis- 
sued. They were also permitted to be held by 
banking associations as a part of their lawful 
reserves. 

On the demand of the holders these Treasury 
notes were to be redeemed in gold or silver coin 
in the discretion of the Secretary of the Treasury 
but it was declared as a partof this redemption 
provision that it was “the established policy of 
the United States to maintain the two metals on 
a parity with each other upon the. present legal 
ratio or such ratio as may be pro- 
vided by law.’ The money coined from 
such bullion was to be standard ssil- 
ver dollars; and after directing the immediate 
coinage of a little less than 28,000,000 onnces 
the law provided that as much of the remaining 
bullion should be thereafter coined as thight be 
necessary to provide for the redemption of the 
Treasury notes issued on its purchase and that 
“any gain or seigniorage arising from such coin- 
age shall be accounted for and paid into the 
Treasury.” 

This gain or seigniorage evidently indicates so 
much of the bullion owned by the government as 


should remain after using a sufficient amount fo. 


coin as many standard silver dollars as should 
equal in number the dollars represeneed by the 
Treasury notes issued in payment of the entire 
quantity of bullion. [These Treasury notes now 
outstanding and in circulation amount to $152,- 
951,280, and although there has been thus far 
but a comparatively small amount of this bull- 
lion coined, yet the so-called gain or seigniorage, 
as above' defined, which would arise from the 
coinage of th tire mass has been easily ascer- 
of bullion sufficient to 


tained t a quantity 
Lipakee; when colned, 55,156,681 standard silver 
ollars. 


Considering the present intrinsic relation bo- 
tween gold and silver the maintenance of the 
parity between the two metals, as mentioned in 
this law, can mean nothing: less than the main- 
tenance of sucha parity in the estimation and 
confidence of the people who use our money in 
their daily transactions. Manifestly the main- 
tenance of this parity carn only be accomplished 
so far as itis affected by these Treasury notes, 
and in the estimation of the holders of the same, 
by giving to such holders on their redemption 
the coin. whether itis gold or silver, which they 
orefer. It follows that while in terms the law 
eaves the choice of coin to be paid on such re- 
demption to the discretion of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, the exercise of this discretion, if o 
posed to the demands of the holder, is entirely 
inconsistent with the effective and beneficial 
maintenance of the parity between the two 
metals. 

If both gold and silver are to serve us as money 
and if they together are to supply to our people 
a safe and stable currency the necessity of pre- 
serving this parity is obvious. Such necessity 
has been repeatediy conceded in the platforms 
of both political parties and in our Federal 
statutes. It is now here more emphatically 
recognized than in the recent law which re- 
peaied the provision under which the bullion 
now on hand was purchased. This law insists 
upon the “ maintenance of the parity in value of 
the coins of the two metals and the equal power 
of every dollar at all times in the markets and 
in the payment of debts.”’ 

- The Secretary of the Treasury has therefore 
for the best of reasons not only complied with 
every comene for the redemption of these Treas- 
ury note*in gold, but the present situation, as 
well as the letter and spirit of the law, appear 
plainly to justify if they do not enjoin upon him 
a continuation of such redemption. 

Summary of the Conditions, 


The conditions I have endeavored to present 

may be thus summarized: 

irst—The government has purchased and now 
has on hand sufficient siiver Guillen to permit 
the coinage of ail the silver dollars necessary to 
redeem insuch dollars the Treasury notes issued 
for the purchase of said siiver bullion and 
enough besides to coin, as gain or seigniorage, 
55,156,681 additional standard silver dollars. 

Second—Therg are outstanding and now in cir- 
culation Treasufy notes issued in payment of the 
bullion purchased amounting to $152.951,280. 
These notes are legal tender in payment of all 
debts, public and private, except when otherwise 
expressly stipulated; they are receivabie for cus- 
toms, taxes, and ali public dues; when held by 
banking associations they may be counted as 
part of their lawful reserves, and they are re- 
deemed by the government in goid at the option 
of the holders. These advantageous attributes 
were deliberately attached to these notes at the 
time of theirissue. They are fully understood 
by our people to whom such notes have been dis- 
tributed as currency and have inspired confidence 
in their safety and value and have undoubtedly 
thus induced their continued and contented use 
as money instead of anxiety for their redemption. 

Having referred to some incidents which | 
deem reievant to the subject, it remains for me 
to submit a specific statement of my objections 
to the bill now under consideration. 

This bill consists of two sections, excluding 
one which merely appropriates a sum sufficient 
to carry the act into effect. The first section 
provides for the immediate coinage of the silver 
bullion in the Treasury which represents the so- 
called gain. or seigniorage, which would arise 
from the coining of ail the bullion on hand, 
which gain or seigniorage this section decleres to 
be $55,156,681. It directs the money so 
coined or the certificates issued thereon shail be 
used in the payment of public expenditures, and 
provides that if the needs of the Treasury demand 
it, the Secretary of the Treasury may in his dis- 
cretion, issue silver certificates in excess of such 
coinage not exceeding the amount of seigniorage 
in said section authorized to be coined. 

The second section directs that as soon as possi- 
bie after the coinage of this seigniorage the re- 
mainder of the buliion held by the government 
shali be coined into legal tender standard siiver 
dollars, and that they shali be held in the Treas- 
ury for the redemptiop of the Treasua 
sued in the purchase of said bullion. sf rovides 
that as fast as the bullion shall be coined for the 
redemption of said notes they shall not be reis- 
sued, but shall be canceled and destroyed in 
amounts equal to the coin held at any time in the 
Treasury derived from the coinage provided for, 
and that siiver certilicates saail issued on 
such coin in the manner now provided by law. It 
is, however, especially declared in said 
that the act shall not be cons trued to ex"

Provisions Are Not Concisely Stated. 


The entire bill is most unfortunately con- 
structed. weary Facing eon noe ub- 
certain id inv con as mean- 
ing and intent. The first section is epoesisity 
seully 2 this respect, and it is pero yg gem 
ful whether its language will permit cons 
summation of its supposed purposes, 

I am led to believe that the promoters of the 
bill intended in this section to 
co! of the bullion constitu the Bee: or 
sei oreae, as itis called, into standard silver 
dollars, and yet there is positively 2" in the 
section to prevent its coinage into any desecrip- 
tion a’ ig coins now Pe orized un any ex- 
isting law. suppose 
tended, in case the needs of the Treasury called 
for money faster than the seigniorage builion 
could actually be coined, to permit the issue 
of silver certificatés in advance of such coinage; 
but its language would seem to permit the issu- 
ance of such certificates to double the amount of 
seigniorage as stated, one-halfof which would 
not represent an ounce of silverin the Treasury. 
The debate upon this-section in the Congress de- 
velo an earnest and positive difference of 
opinion as toits object and meaning. In eny 
event I am clear that the present perplexities and 
embarrassments of the Secretary of the Treasury 
ought not to be augmented by devolving upon 
him a execution of a law so uncertain and con- 
fused. 

I am not willing, however, to rest my objection 
to this section solely on these grounds; in my 
judgment sound finance does not commend a 
further infusion of silver into our currency at this 
time unaccompanied _by further adequate provis- 
ion for the maintenance in our Treasury of a safe 
gold reserve. 

Doubts also arise as to the meaning and con- 
strrction of the second section of the bill. If the 
silver dollars therein directed to be coined are, 
as the section provides, to be held in the Treasury 
for the redemption of Treagury notes, it is sug- 

ested that, strictly speaking. certificates cannot 
issued on such coin “ig the manner now pro- 
vided by law,” because these dollars are money 
heid in the Treasury for the express purpose of 
redeeming Treasury notes on demand, which 
would ordinarily mean that they were set apart 
forthe purpose of substitu them for t 
Treasur; notes, They are not, therefore, held in 
such a way as to furnish a basis for certificates 
according to any provision of existing law. 

lf, however, silver certificates can »proverly be 
issued upon these dollars there is nothing in the 
section to indicate the characteristics and func- 
tions of thése certificates. If they were to be of 
the same character as silver certificates in circu- 
lation under existing laws they would at best be 
receivable only for customs, taxes, and all public 
dues; and under the language of this section it 
is, to say the least, extremely doubtful whether 
the certificates it contemplated would be law- 
fully reeeived even for such purposes, 

Whatever else may be said of the uncertainties 
of expression in this bill they certainly ought not 
to be found in legislation \affecting subjects so 
important and far-reaching as our finances and 
currency, In stating other and more important 
reasons for my disapproval of this section I shall, 
however, assume that under its provisions the 
Treasury notes issued in payment for silver 
bullion will continue to be redeemed as hereto- 
fore in silver or gold at the option of the holders, 
and that if, when they are presented for redemp- 
tion or reach the Treasury in any other manner, 
there arein the Treasury coined silver dollars 
equal in nominal value to ‘such Treasury notes 
then and in that case the notes will be destroyed 
and silver certificates to an equal amount sub- 
stituted. 

Gold Supply Depletion Certain. 


I am convinced that this scheme is ill-advised 
and dangerous. As an ultimate result of its 
operation Treasury notes which are legal tender 
for all debts public and private, and which are 
redeemable in gold or silver at the option of the 
holder, will be replaced by silver certificates 
which, whatever may be their character and de 
scription, will have none of these qualities. In 
anticipation of this result, and as an immediate 
effect, the Treasury notes will naturally appreci- 
ate in value and desirability. The fact that gold 
can be realized upon them and the further fact 
that their destruction has been decreed when 
they reach the Treasury must tend to their with- 
drawal from general circulation to be immedi- 
ately presented for gold redemption or to be 
hoarded for presentation at a more convenient 
season. The sequel of both operations will bea 
large addition to the silver currency ip our circu- 
lation and a corresponding reduction of gold in 
the Treasury. 

The argument bas been made that these things 
will not occur at once because a long time must 
elapse before the coinage of anything but the 
seigniorage can be entered upon. If the physical 
effects of the execution of the second section of 
this bill are notto be realized until fain the 
future this may furnish a strong reason why it 
should not be passed so much in advance; but 
the postponement of its actual operation cannot 
prevent the fear and loss.of confidence and 
nervous prostration which would immediately 
follow its passage and bring about its worst con- 
sequences. 

I regard this section of the bill as embodying a 
plan by which the government will be obliged to 
pay out its scanty store of gold for no other pur- 
pose than to force an unnatural addition of sil- 
ver money into the hands of our people. This is 
an exact reversal of the policy which safe finance 
dictates if we are to preserve parity between 
gold and silverand maintain sensible bimet- 
allism. 

We have now outstanding more than $338,- 
000,000 in silver certificates issued under exist- 
ing laws. They are serving the purpose of 
money usefully and without question, Our gold 
reserve. amounting to only a littie more than 
$100,000,000, is directly charged with the re- 
demption of $346.000,000 of United States notes. 
When it is proposed to inflate our silver currency 
it is a time for strengthening our gold reserve 
instead of depleting it. cannot conceive 
of a longer step toward silver monometallism 
than we take when we spend our gold to buy sil- 
ver certificates for circulation, especially in view 
of the practical difficulties surrounding the re- 
plenishment of our gold. 

This leads me to earnestly present the desira- 
bility of granting to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury a better power than now exists to issue bonds 
to protect our gold reserve when for any reason 
it should be necessary. Our currency is in such 
a confused condition and our financial affairs 
are apt to assume at any time socritical a posi- 
tion that it seems to me such a course is dictated 
by ordinary prudence. 

lam notinsensible to the arguments in favor 
of coining the bullion seigniorage now in the 
Treasury, and I believe it could be done safely 
and with advantage if the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury had the power to issue bonds at a low rate of 
interest under authority in substitution of that 
now existing and better suited to the protection 
of the Treasury. 

I hope a way will present itself in the near fut- 
ure for the adjustment of our monetary affairs in 
such a comprehensive. and conservative manner 
as will afford to silver its proper place in our 
currency, but in the meantime I am extremely 
solicitous that whatever action we take on this 
subject may be such as to prevent loss and dis- 
couragement to our people at homeand the 
destruction of confidence in our financial man- 
agement abroad, GROVER CLEVELAND.

PREPARING FOR rHE TARIFF DEBATE 


Senators of Both Sides Are Marshaling 
Their Forces=—Ordenrjof the Speeches, 


Wasuinoton, D. C., rch 29.—-Senators 
on both sides of the Chagnber are marshaling 
their forces for the tariff debate which is to 
begin Monday next. Senator Voorhees will 
open the discussion with a speech of two 
hours in length, defining the Democratic 
party’s position on the question as viewed 
by the majority of the committee. He 
will be followed by Senator Allison 
on behalf of the Republican members. 
Beyond this nothing is known as 
to the order of speeches. Senators Lodge, 
Hale, and Washburn are expected to make 
speeches on the Republican sidein the early 
stages of the general debate, as will Senator 
Morrill, but he will confine himself largely 
to the income tax. Senator Hill isalso ex- 
pected to speak in opposition to the income 
tax feature of the bill next week. Senator 
McPherson will probably follow 
Senator Voorhees on the Demo- 
cratic side. Senator Vest said today 
that he did not know that he would make a 
speecL during the general discussion. Senat or 
Jones will make no general speech and 
Senator Harris is also doubtful as to whether 
he will do more than participate in run- 
ning debate. Senator Aldrich will probably 
withhold his speech until the close of the 
general debate and until just prior to the 
taking up of the scheduies. The Republicans 
will not move to recommit the bill.

McGarrahan Case Is Once More Passed by 
the Senate. 

Wasatneton, D. C., March 29.—In the Sen- 
ate Senator Lodge of Massachusetts intro.

DIFFERENCES ON RULES OAUSE EX- 
OITING SCENE IN THE HOUSE. 


Republican Leader Refuses to Act as Teller 
*and Denounces High-Handed Action of 
the Speaker=River and Harbor Bill Pro- 
visions fur Western River, Lake, and 
Harbor Improvement — Illinois Post- 
masters Named Are Those Favored by 
Senator Palmer—News of the Capital, 


Wasutineton, D. C., March 29,—An inter- 
pretation of the rules which brought forth the 


an exciting scene today in the House. After 
the reception of the President’s message a 
vote on the pending motion, the Joy-O’Neill 
contested election case was had, and resulted 
154 to 11, fourteen short of a quorum. Of 
the eleven who voted against the motion (in 
effect against giving O’Neill the seat) ten 
were Democrats as follows: Messrs. Dear- 
mond, Everett, Griffin, Hall (Mo.), Morgan, 
Outhwaite, Ryan, Sibley, Harter, and War- 
ner. Mr. McKeighan (Wop., Neb.) cast the 
other negative vote. 

Then came more filibustering, and Mr. Pat- 
terson offered a resolution to revoke the leave 
of absence‘and instruct the Sergeant-at-Arms 
to take the absentees into custody. Mr. Reed 
attempted to make the point that a quorum 
was necessary to adopt a resolution continu- 
ing an order in force beyond adjournment, 
but the Speaker overruied him. The previous 
question was ordered—162 to 2. 

Mr. Reed took the floor and in a brief speech 
scored the Democratic side, dwelling par- 
ticularly upon the absurdity of a proceeding 
which aimed at procuring a quorum by duress 
and after one was secured left the House 
powerless to record its presence. 

Something in what Mr. Reed said evidently 
stung Speaker Crisp, who was on the floor at 
the time, and when the ex-Speaker sat down 
Speaker Crisp arose. The Speaker said he 
only wanted to call attention to the persist- 
ence with which the leader of the minority 
(Mr. Reed) had called attention to the abso- 
lute iniquity of the practice of members in 
refusing to vote when their names were 
called. Mr. Reed, Speaker Crisp. went on, 
had placed his party in a position when 
he made his quorum counting ruling 
where it either had to sustain that ruling or 
renounce him. But, continued Mr. Crisp, 
when Mr. Reed had once made the ruling his 
party was forced to sustain him. The Speak- 
er proceeded to picture the absolute power of 
the ex-Speaker over his side of the House, 
He was the chief supervisor of his side. 

Need a Chief Supervisor. 


*It looks as if you needed a chief super- 
— on your own side,” shouted Mr, Bou- 
telie. 

**What we possess and what you need,” re- 
plied the Speaker, deliberately, “‘is inde. 
pendence of thought. papemnes } There 
newer was and never will be a chief super- 
visor on this side.’ {Democratic applause. 
Mr. Reed’s whole purpose, continued Mr, 
Crisp, was to force the Democratic side to 
count a quorum, ; 

Mr. Reed expressed a desire to reply to the 
speaker, but-his tire had expired and he was 
not permitted todo so. He then asked for a 
division of the resolution, but Mr. Stone 
(Ky.) in the chair ruied that the proposition 
was not divisible. Party feeling had been 
aroused by the remarks of Mr. Reed and 
Speaker Crisp and the Republicans 
began filibustering with redoubled 
vigor, in the course of which 
Mr. Lacey appealed from a decision. of the 
Chair. The Speaker refused to entertain the 
appeal. Mr. Read, standing in the center 
aisle, insisted on knowmg the grounds upon 
which the Speaker declined to sustain the ap- 
peal, but the Speaker only rapped with his 
gavel and declined emphatically to state the 
grounds. Mr. Payne moved to adjourn, and 
the Speaker declined to entertain this mo- 
tion. By this time the members on both sides 
were wildly excited, From all rts of the 
floor members were age paw defiances. 

“*T rise to a question of order,”’ shouted Mr. 
Payne. 

**And the Chair refuses to recognize the 
gentleman for that purpose,” returned the 
Speaker. “The question is on the adoption 
ot the resolution instructing the Sergeant-at- 
Arms to arrest absentees; as many as favor it 
will say aye, contrary, no.” In the midst 
of the chorus of voices that followed, Messrs. 
Payne, Boutelle, and Reed were on their 
feet clamoring for recognition. The S er 
refused to recognize them. “*Tellers!’’ 
shouted Mr. Payne F apy 0 that motion he 
moved to adjourn. The Speaker declined to 
entertain the moton. Mr. Reed loudly in- 
sisted on his right to know why, but the 
Speaker replied by ordering him to take his 
seat. 

Mr. Patterson called for the ayes and noes, 
and Mr. Payne demanded tellers on the mo- 
tion. The Speaker appointed Mr. Patterson 
and Mr. Payne. The latter was still clamor- 
ing to be recognized on his point of order. 
The Speaker o1dered Mr. Payne to take his 
place as teller. Mr. Payne declined to serve,

‘*The Chair then appoints the gentleman 
from Maine,”’ said the Speaker. .. Mr. Reed 
was wild with rage. ‘*I decline to serve,”’ 
said he. 

“The gentleman from Tennessee (Mr. Pat- 
terson) wili act alone.”” The UWemocrats 
raised a cheer as the Speaker said tnis, and 
moved rapidly past him in single file to be 
counted. 

‘* A band of ruffians has possession of this 
House,”’ shouted Mr. Boutelile. 

‘* We are giving yousomeof your own medi- 
cine,”’ retorted Mr. Outhwaite. 

When a sufficient number had been counted 
by Mr. Patterson to order the ayes and noes 
the announcement was made. In a chorus 
the Republicans were pane inst this 
irregularity and Mr. Reed in a loud voice de- 
clared that the Cnair knew the rules required 
two tellers. 

‘The House understands the circumstan- 
ces,’’ replied Speaker Crisp firmly. ** The 
Chair takes all the congequences.” Things 
were now going with a high hand. The scene 
reminded the old members of the. Fifty-first 
Congress. 

Mr. Payne was still talking loudly in the 
aisle as the Clerk began calling the roll. He 
was ordered to take his seat and replied that 
he would do so when he got ready. The 
Speaker met this retort by declaring that he 
was ready to entertain a motion to bring the 
gentleman to the bar of the House for con- 
tumely. 

Mr. Outhwaite and Mr. Boutelle, in the gen- 
eral confusion that followed, were engaged in 
a wordy duel, and Mr. Outhwaite threatened 
to move that Mr. Boutelie be called to the bar 
for contempt. The Speaker decided that such 
proceedings could not interrupt a roli cail, 
but upon its completion they were not re- 
newed. The resolution was adopted—164 to 
3. The House adjourned.

SUPPLIES FOR SEALING PATROL, 


Admiral Walker’s Mission te Honolulu=— 
Great Task Ahead. 
Wasurineton, D. C., March 29.—When Ad- 
miral John G. Walker sails from San Fran- 
cisco April 5 for Honolulu he will carry with 
him instructions having a most important 
bearing on the Bering Sea question. Admiral 
Walker’s stay at Honolulu will not extend over 
more than two months at most and his mis- 
sion has todo primarily with the seal ques- 
tion. The arbitration just concluded pro- 
vides for a joint protection by the United 
States and Great Britain over the seal waters, 
and these two nations are 
to secure, if the 
eration of other 
Russia, Japan, ina, 
pehaps Germany. The policing of the 
waters which had previously beena tempo- 
rary expedient was made a permanent cha 
upon the parties to the arbitration,and the dif- 
ficulties are enormously increased by the vast 
extent of the protected zone, comprising all 
of the Pacific Ocean east of the 180th merid- 
ian and north of the 35th parallel and 
Bering Sea. If the effort to secure 
the codperation of Russia and Japan and 
China should succeed, of which there is every 
promise, the zone would be still further ex- 
tended so as to include the Western Pacific to 
the shores uf Asia. The first requisite is the 
establishment of permanent bases of sup- 
plies. There will probably be three 
of » San Francisco, Yokohama 
and Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, all 
on the lower boundary line of the protected 
zone. The first two are already within reach 
and it is the establishment of the third which 
has caused Admiral Walker’s ‘journey to 
Hawaii. He will select the best location 
looking to its adaptability of the ready sup- 
ply and, in a limited way, repair of the 
cruisers engaged in the patrol service.

Statistics of Mineral Water as Reported by 
the Geological Survey. 
Wasnincton, BD. C., March 29.—Statisties of 
mineral water for 1893 are given in a special re- 
port of the United States Geological Survey pre- 
pared by A. C. Peale. The total number of 
springs was 328, an increase of 45 over the pre- 
vious year. The total production was 23,544,495 
gallons, at a valuation of $4,246,734. This is an 
increase of 1,667,891 gallons,- but a decrease of

Have the cocktail 
mixers and the. beer slingers any superior 
qualifications for those positions? Last Sun- 
day Taz Tursune called attention to the fact 
that no less than nine Democratic judges and 
clerks of election in the Sixth Ward were of 
the groggery variety. This is a rathe: large pro- 
portion, but it appears that the Second Ward 
hae a still larger one., Here isa partial list: 

Daniel May, a judge, owns a saloon at No. 1412 
Indiana avenue. 

W.S. Haskell, a saloonkeeper, is a cierk in the 
First Precinct.

There are others of the same kind. It is 
also charged that there are judges and clerks 
who are gamblers of the most dangerous 
class, who hang about the tough crap games 
on State and Dearborn streets. In justice it 
should be said that all of these are not Demo- 
crats. There are some of the groggerykeepers 
who claim to be Republicans and who were 
doubtless put on to belp out Dan Horan. Mr. 
Hamline is trying to get the list. revised, but 
he is not likely to be successful, and the 
prospects for an honest count of the vote in 
the Second Ward are not the brightest. 


NEED OF ANEW COURT-HOUSE. 

The present building meant to be a Court- 
House was put up several years after the fire 
of 1871. It was composite both ini its arobi- 
tecture and its character. Manifestly it 
shouid have been built only wo -pro- 
vide court-rooms, jury-rooms,  retiring- 
rooms, and toilet-rooms for Judges, con- 
sultation-rooms for attorneys, rooms for 
law libraries, reading and writing rooms. 
for lawyers, a restaurant, and other. ae- 
commodations for the Lawyers’ club, -an 
assembly-room for the Bar Association, be- 
sides a place for the library of-the Law Insti- 
tute. By some misconception of purpose on 
the paxt of the county authorities at 
that time the present County Building was 
arranged to give quarters to the County 
Treasurer, the Sheriff, the County Clerk, the 
Probate Judge, theCounty Judge, the County 
Commissioners, the janitor, the elevator boys, 
and other menials who should have been 
taken care of in less sumptuous quarters. 

This is a mistake that should be corrected 
at once. In a court-house constructed on 
modern principles and with reference to the 
dignity of the bench as it has lately asserted 
if in Cook County, there should be room 
only for the Judges and their clerks 
and bailiffs. According to the last pay- 
rolis that we have been permitted to 
examine “there are now only twenty-eight 
Judges in Cook County—each dra wing $7,000 
per annum—and they have called in to assist 
them two Judges from outside counties, mak- 
ing thirty inall. They are seldom all disabled 
at once, but it must be confessed that on the 
average their health is of the most delicate 
and precarious nature. In the autumn they 
are compelled to hunt and fish and in the 
spring they all need a tonic—iron and blood— 
which comparatively -few of them are in a 
condition to take. | 

We do not know what shall be done with 
these thirty Judges who haye constitu- 
tional infirmities unless court-rooms shall 
at once be provided for them: and it 
is impossible to conceive how they shall al! 
have court-rooms, private rooms, and toilet- 
rooms unless some of the mere drones of the 
hive, such as the County Treasurer, the Sher- 
iff, and the County Clerk shall be assigned to 
other quarters. € 

It occurs to us, therefore, that it will be a 
good idea to tear down, or blow up, the pres- 
ent county building, and putin its place a 
sixteen-story Court-House in which there 
may be forty ‘retiring-rooms” for 
Judges, forty toilet-rooms for Judges, 
forty Judges’ reception-rooms, forty jury- 
rooms, and forty court-rooms. If this 
were done and all the subordinate 
and menial officials, such as the County 
Treasurer, Sheriff, County Clerk, Probate 
Judge, etc., were provided for in some re- 
mote building in the North or West Side we 
imagine the Judges might get along pretty 
well—that is tosay, when they are at home. 
Tue Trisune would deeply regret to have 
any arrangement ‘made that would interfere 
with the usual Christmas and Easter vacations, 
tosay nothing of the. midsummer vacation 
of two months, which isa matter of right 
with all the forty Judges in Cook County, 

The crying need of the hour is a new Court- 
House and new court-rooms; but these 
merely - presuppose a number of new 
Judges. It is quite true that the cal. 
endar has been overburdened. But owing 
to the fact that Brother Z. is now in 
California and Brother Y.is suffermg frem 
overexercise on horseback and that Brother X. 
tried a case for two whole weeks without stop-

Meanwhile we may say that the sympathies 
of the voters of Cook County go out pro- 
foundly to the Judges who are in California, 
or at the Hot Springs, or at the Ponce de 
Leon Hotel. Their hardehips are involuntari- 
ly shared by all who voted for them. But fur 
the Judges who are holding court in 
the Ashiard Block, or in Roger Sul- 
livan’s office, to say nothing of those who 
have chosen Hyde Park, or the Chicago Opera- 
House, or the Deteation Hospital, or the In- 
sane Asylum, or Bermuda as the seat of their 
occupation, we cannot express the extent of 
our cotmmiseration. But it is quite evident 
that we need a new Court-House anda large 
number of new court-rooms and possibly ten 
or fifteen new Judges to ase them. 


THE BLAND BILL VETOED. 

President Cleveland has returned to the 
House without his approval the Bland bill ** di- 
recting the coinage of the silver bullion held in 
the Treasury, and for other purposes.”” The 
veto message accompanying the document is 
a strong one, expressing sound views in re- 
gard to the currency and a resolve to maintain 
its integrity, which the President hoids is 
menaced by the bill. The message refers to 
the terrible financial disturbance which swept 
over the country last year, marked by “‘al- 
most an entire displacement» of faith in our 
financial ability and a loss of confidence in 
our fiscal policy.” ‘‘The repeal of the mis- 
chievous silver purchase requirement” has 
been followed by a wholesome improvement, 
and nothing should be done to check our con- 
valescence, especially as ‘*‘a relapse at this 
time would almost surely reduce us to a 
lower stage of financial distress than that 
from which we ate just emergmg.” The 
President believes that if the bill should be- 
come a law it Would be regarded as a retro- 
gression from the financial policy which dic- 
tated the repeal, would weaken or destroy re- 
turning faith and confidence in our sound 
financial tendencies, and seriously threaten a 
return to our recent distress ing plight. 

The President says the entire bill is ** most 
unfortunately constructed,” nearly every 
sentence in it presenting uncertainty and in- 
viting controversy as toits intent. It appears 
to have been meant to provide for the coining 
of the so-called “ seigniorage ’’ into standard 
silver dollars, but there is nothing in the bill 
to prevent it from being coined into any other 


| description of silver coins now authorized by 


law. The language of the bill also would 
seem to permit the issuance of certificates to 
double the amount of seigniorage as stated, 
one-half of them not represeating a singie 
ounce of silver in the Treasury. He is clear 
that the present perplexities of the Secretary 
ought not to ve augmented by devolving upon 
him the execution of a law s0 uncer- 
tain and so confused, but does not 
rest his objection solely on these grounds. 
He holds that sound finance does not com- 
mend a further infusion of silver into our 
currency at this time, unaccompanied by fur- 
ther adequate provisions for the maintenance 
of a safe gold reserve. Heis convinced that 
the scheme for retiring the Treasury notes is 
** ill-advised and dangerous.’ As ar uitimate 
result of its operation the Treasury notes, 
which are legal tender for all debts, public 
and private, and are redeemable in gold or 
silver at the option of the holder, would be 
replaced by silver certificates that would have 
none of those qualities. As an immediate 
effect of this the Treasury notes naturally 
would appreciate in value and desirability. 
The fact that gold could be realized on them, 
and the further fact that their destruction 
had been decreed when they reach the 
Treasury, would tend to their immediate 
withdrawal from general circulation, to be 
immediately presented for gola redemption 
or hoarded t> be presented at a more conven- 
ientseason. The sequel to this would be a 
large addition to the silver currency in our 
circulation and a corresponding reduction of 
goidin the Treasury, The argument that 
these effect; would not occur all at once is not 
valid. ‘“* The postponement of its actual 
operation cannot prevent the fear and loss of 
confidence and nervous prostration which 


bring about its worst consequences.” 
President Cleveland objects to the bill as 
embodying a plan by which the governinent 
would be obliged to pay out its scanty stock 
of gold for no other purpose than to force an 
unnatural addition of silver money into the 
hands of the people. Thisisan exact rever- 
sal of the policy which safe finance dictates. 
Our 338 millions of outstanding silver certifi- 
cates are serving the purpose of money use- 
fully and without question. When it is pro- 
posed to inflate our silver currency it is time 
for strengthening our gold reserve instead of 
depleting it, and we could not take a longer 
step towards silver monometallism than to 
spend our gold to buy silver certificates 
for circulation. He earnestly recom- 
mends that the Secretary of the 
Treasury be granted a better power 
than now exists to protect our gold reserve by 
the issue of bonds when that may be neces- 
sary. He thinksif this were done the bullion 
seigniorage now in the Treasury could be 
coined safely and with advantage. He hopes 
’ a way will-be fouad for the adjustment of our 
monetary affairs in such a comprehensive 
and conservative manner as will afford to sil- 
ver its proper place in our currency, but ex- 
presses his anxiety that whatever action may 


prevent loss and discouragement to our peo- 
pleat home and the destruction of foreign 
confidence in our financial management. 

The message perhaps is a littie moré ab- 
jectly apologetic than is wise, as it concedes 
too much importance to the silver inflation- 
ists in Congress and out of it, but no fault 
can be found with the attitude of the Presi- 
dent on the money question. His position is 
all the more creditable as it is taken at the 


ocratic party. 
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CUT DOWN FEDERAL SALARIES, 

A Populist Representative has introduced a 
bill which ought to have been prepared and 
submitted by the Democrats long ago, for the 
purpose of carrying out the Wilson bill, and 
also of cutting down the expenses of the 
government. The bill, drafted by Congress. 
man Boen of Minnesota. after declaring that 
the purchasing value of money is increasing 
and that private wages are falling, while pub- 
lie salaries are not, goes on to provide that 
salaries of government officials which range 
from $1,000 to $5,000 shall be cut down 25 
per cent, and those salaries which are between 
$5,000 and $20,000 shdll be reduced 334 
per cent.

of its own while there is another wage scale 
for everybody else, and under no circut- 
stances should the government scale be so 
much higher than the private one as to make 
government employés a/ pampered, petted 
class, and add thus to the craze for office 
which always has been too prevalent. 

By cutting down the salaries paid by the 
General Government the Democrats in Con- 
gress not merely will save alarge amount of 
money, thus lessening the drain on a 
nearly exhausted Treasury, but will do away 
With an odious discrimination in favor of a 
single class. The taxpayers will resent it if 
while their profits and earnings are scaled 
down by the Wilson bill their Congressmen 
.and those for whom their Congressmen have 
secured Federal offiées receive salaries which, 
owing to the greater “purchasing power of 
money, are worth about a quarter more than 
they were a year ago. 


TOILERS VOTING THEIR OWN RUIN. 

The latest census report of manufactures in 
the United States shows a wonderful rate of 
increase in activity and production during the 
ten years ending with 1890. The number of 
hands employed increased from 2,738,930 to 
4,771,812, being a gain of more than 74 per 
cent, or three times the augment of popula- 
tion during the same interval. This. shows 
that a tremendous demand for additional 
labor was provided by the conditions that 
then prevailed, and if the census could have 
been taken for three years later, down to June 
1803, the rate of grain would be shown to 
have progressed still more rapidly. At that 
date there were not jess than 5,500,000 
pairs of hands employed at an average yearly 
wage exceeding $500 per head, though the 
hours of labor were steadily decreasing. 

In other words, the thirteen years ending 
with last June the number of persons em- 
ployed in the various manufacturing processes 
in the United States was doubled and the 
wage compensation to the average worker in- 
creased more than 40 per cent. A year ago 
the toiler with his hands was receiving $1.40 
for every $1 that he had received in 1880, 
and the augmented pay was in gold money or 
other currency that had a guaranteed buying 
power equal to that of gold. These stupen- 
dous figures explain where and how the vast 
torrent.of immigration from Europe was 
attracted by the prospect of stealy employ- 
ment at increasing wages and achieved it. 
All the millions of European immigrants who 
sought wages for work obtained itat an un- 
precedentedly high rate of compensation. 
They were better off than ever before. 

Still these folks, recently released from what 
many of them had called Old’ World slavery, 
were not happy. They grew more peevish 
and discontented. They persisted in calling 
themselves “ wage slaves,”’ though in a land 
of freedom and prosperity, and were per- 
petually plotting strikes against their employ- 
ers to thedamage of their interests. Social- 
ism and anarchy steadily spread among 
thein. Almost en masse they joined the Gon- 
federate and Tammany Hall party in order 
to strike tneir employers more effectually, 
with the direct object of knocking them 
down and knocking them out. They finally 
accomplished it. In November, 1892, they 
voted for the Democratic platform of free 
trade. Now, asa reward of their blind folly, 
they are getting a low wage, quasi free trade, 
Wilson-Voothees law, which already by antici- 
pation has paralyzed industry, causing the dis- 
charge of a million of the workers and cutting 
down the wages of those who are retained in 
active employment... They have sown the 
wind, and are reaping the whirlwind. 

In site of all this the great bulk of the for. 
eign element in the employed classes persist- 
ently adheres to the political organization the 
deadly policies of which have struck their pros- 
perity such a fearful blow. This illustrates 
the terrible strength of their prejudices and the 
pitiable density of their political ignorance, 
which renders it easy for demagogues to in- 
fluence them to their own undoing. These 
creatures, not yet emancipated from meatal 
bondage, though they have thrown off the 
material shackles that fettered them in the 
Old World, are swayed and fooled and ruled 
by political charlatans just as the “ poor 
white trash” of the South is by the old ex- 
slave dristocracy of that section. They do not 
stop to reason in regard to their action and its 
consequences, If they did they would see that 
they have been their own worst enemies in 
voting to destroy the fabric of protection un- 
der which they enjoyed a prosperity not 
equaled by that of any other decade in any 
country on the face of. the earth. Diseover.- 
ing their radical mistake, they would demand

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ADMIRAL WALKER’S HAWAIIAN ¥ MISSION 

It is now stated in dispatches from Wash- 
ington that, in addition to his formal orders | 
and a letter of introduction to Minister Will 
Admiral Walker has been commissioned 
purchase the uisite ground contiguoys to 
Pearl Harborer a coaling station, docks, and 
shops neeesgsary to the uses of the navy. 
Among naval officers it is held that. the prac- 
tically unlimited authority conferred upon the 
Admiral means a virtual protectorate, if not 
the first step towards annexation, especially 
if Admiral Walker shall go fo the extent of 
taking possession of points at the mouth of 
Pearl Harbor which would naturally be re- 
quired for fortifying and defeuding it. 

This dispatch of Admiral Walker to Hono- 
lulu to carry out the negotiations for a coal- 
ing station which were begun by the Harrison 
administration is the first intimation that 
Cleveland and Gresham are about to abandon 
the policy of infamy to the extent, at least, of 
securing this coaling station and thus getting 
a foothold upon the islands before it is too 
late. They might have done this at any time 
during the last year, but wit a fatuity and 
perverseness born only of hatred to the 
Harrison administration they have held off. 
Now, influenced on the one hand by express- 
ions of popular indignation and on the other 
undoubtedly by advices from Willis that there 
is danger of Great Britain stepping in ahead 
of us—for it cannot be expected that the pro- 


_visional government will stand snubbing for- 


ever—they have taken the necessary steps to se- 
cure advantages which were in imminent dan- 
ger of being lost. Hence we may look for a 
more American policy when Admiral Walker 
arrives at Honolulu and takes the necessary 
steps to establish the Pearl Harbor naval sta- 
tion. That the English do not enjoy the pros- 
pect afid are amazed that, after playing into 
their hands’so long, President Cleveland 
should now take a step adverse to their inter- 
ests, is evidenced by the following whine from 
the Thunderer: i 


This seoms to mark a précivitate descent from 
the pinnacle of virtue on which President 
Cleveland took his stand a short time ago, It is 
easy tounderstand the advantages that would 
accrue tothe United States navy from the pos- 
session of so advantageously placed a naval 
station as Pearl Harbor, The civilized world 
has also every reason to be contented that 
the United States could protect these 
islands even though such protection seems 
to have no other meaning than confirma- 
tion of the provisional government. What 
seems perplexing is the contrast between this 
concession to sordid expediency and the lofty 
resolution expressed by President Cleveiand 
hardly three months ago. It is so impos- 
sible to question the correctness of the canons 
of national morality then laid down by him 
that one cannot help inquiring what has since 
occurred to invalidate them. Neither the House 
of Representatives nor the Senate has repudiated 
his high moral principles. Possibly the recent 
electoral successes of the Republican party have 
influenced in President Cieveland’s mind an Ap- 
prehension. A great reverse to his party often 
has a debilitating effect upon the President's 
nerves. Moreover, President Cleveland had no 
idea that President Dole and his friends were 
such obstinate people. Wecan well understand 
how: thoroughly unpleasant and unpopular it 
would be to land American marines in order to 
put down the provisional government and re- 
store the Queen, but when all is urged that can 
be urged in behalf of frail statesmanship, it 
must be confessed that the surrender of the 
President of the United States to the other 
President is not too dignified. 


The Times evidently has not sufficiently 
considered the temper of the American peo- 
ple on this question and noticed that it has 
made itself manifest in such a vigorous man- 
ner that the administration no longer dares 
to risk the possibility of any foreign nation 
getting a footbold upon these islands from 
which it might be difficult to dislodge it. But 
the Times need not make suvh a pother over 
one harbor, since it will be only a question of 
time, and little time at that, when the United 
States will have possession of every harbor in 
those islands, and Hawaii will be a province 
of the United States enjoying protection un- 
der its flag and the blessings of republican 
form of government.

even if he is notoriously ineligible. The ques- 
tion should be settled definitely once for all. If 
the board has this power there is no telling 
how it may abuse it in the future by refusing 
on trumped up charges and insufficient evi- 
dence to put on the ticket names of men who 
do not belong to the class that Skakel does. 
It is dangerous to place too much authority 
in the hands of a partisan board which has 
committed so many unjustifiable acts.

The Late Ann E. Webster. 

The funeral services of the late Ann E. Webster, 
which took place yesterday from the family resi- 
dence, No. 886 Doarborn avenue, in this city, 
were the last tributes to the memory of an ac- 
complished and gracious womay whose name is 
intimately connected with the history of Chi- 
cago. She came to this city in 1836 with her 
family from Williamstown, Mass., the old home- 
stead being located at the corner of Michicafl 
avenue and Madison street. Her brothers, John 
S., Walter, Edward, and Timothy Wright, of 
whom the iast named alone survives, were all 
prominent citizens in their day and contributed 
largely to the material development and progress 
of the city. In 1844 Miss Wright married Gen. 
J.D, Webster, who at one time was part owner 
of Tus Cuicaeo TRIBUNE, and who subsequently 
rose to distinction by his scientific and military 
services in the war of the rebellion. She was 
one of the charter members of the Second Pres- 
byterian Church, though during the last few 
years of her life she was identified with the 
Fourth Presbyterian Church. Mrs. Webster was 
one of the directors of the Haif Orphan Asylum 
and Waifs’ Mission, and during all her long life 
had been identified with many charitable objects. 
In her early days she was a woman of conspic- 
uous personal beauty—the reflex of charming 
and genial traits of character, and to the last 
she preserved a personal dignity and queenliness 
of bearing characteristic of ladies of the old 
school. Added to these outward personal traits 
were charms of mind, geniality of intercourse, 
thoughtfulness for the weifare of others,.and a 
rare nobility of spirit which made her both ad- 
mired and revered by ail who knew ber.

NO DANGER OF CUMPLICATIONS, 


Mr. Bayard Says England and America Are 
in Accord in Bering Sea Award. 

Lonpox, March 29.—The United States Am- 
bassador, Thomas F, Bayard, in an interview 
today in regard to the Bering Sea negotia- 
tions, said there was perfect accord between 
the two governments in regard to the plans 
and methods of enforcing the award. He 
scouted the idea that there had been danger 
of complications since the award was made, 
saying, in conclusion: ‘“ No difficulty what- 
ever need be feared between the United States 
and Great Britain on this su bject.”’ 

In the House of Cammons today, on the 
motion of Sir Charles Russell, the Attorney- 
General, leave was given to introduce a bill 
‘providing for the enforeement of the award of 
the Bering Sea Fisheries Arbitration Commis- 
sion. The bill was then read for the first 
time, 

It provides that any violation of the terms 
of the award is punishable and authorizes the 
British warships to seize British vessels 
engaged in violation of the award. The 
bill also empowers the Queen, by order in 
council, to authorize certain named officers in 


_ the United States navy equally to seize Brit- 


ish ships found vioiating the award. In the 
American billa simiiar provision will be in- 
cluded, empowering British officers to seize 
American vessels. The bill also fixes the 
time of closing the fisheries, specifies the pro- 
tective area, prescribes the authorized modes 
of capture, and gives the rule by which the 
system of licenses are to be worked.

New Yors, March 29.—[{Special.]—In the 
Chancery Court at Newark today argument 
was renewed inthe application of Inventor 
Thomas A. Edison and Col, George E. Gou- 
roud for the appointment of a receiver for the 
Edison United Phonograph company. Vice-

tew'Board of Directors. Edison and Col. 
Gouroud, an English capitalist, own one 
share less than a controlling interest in the 
company, and Jesse and Henry Seligman 
have control of a like amount, with the de- 
ciding share at present in dispute. This 
share the petitioners say was transferred to 


Mr. Edison in 1892, but the transfer 
was not recorded, and to obtain pos- 
session of it the . case was first 


brought into court, That matter was never 
defimitely settled, and the Seligmans, it is al- 
leged in the present suit, continued to man- 
age the affairs of the company in an unsatie 
factory manner and at a logs to the petition- 
ers. In an affidavit Thomas A. Edison al- 
leges that the company is insolvent, owing 


to the manipulation of the company’s 
affairs by the directors of the Inter. 
national Graphophone company, at pres- 


ent in control of the Edison United com- 
pany. Mr. Edison is under contract with the 
Graphophone company to surrender present 
and future patents, As alarge stockholder in 
the new company he suggested selling the pho- 
nographs outright in foreign countries insteud 
of leasing them. This the defendants would 
not agree to, and he quoted figures to show 
how money had beep lust in consequence.

GETS TUBERCULOSIS FROM MILK, 


Death of Barton B, Harper Attributed to 
Diseased Cows. 

New York, March 29.—-[Special.|—Two 
cows owned by Col, Henry B. Beecher at 
Yonkers are supposed to be affected with tu- 
berculosis and their milk‘is supposed to have 
caused the death of Barton B. Harper, Col. 
Beecher’s 4-year-old grandson, Tuesday aft- 
ernoon of tubereular meningitis. The child 
was the only son of William A. Harper of 
Harper & Bros., and since Mrs. Harper's 
déeatha few months after his birth he has 
lived with his grandparents, Three weeks ago 
the boy became seriously ill, and the 
disease soon developed into meningitis. The 
family physician, Dr. W, H. Sherman, di- 
agnosed tubercular symptoms. Dr. Moses A. 
Starr of Columbia College confirmed the di- 
agnosis. As the child had no hereditary 
tendency to tubereulusis, the physician in 
seeking to trace the cause of the disease had 
his suspicions directed. toward the milk. The 
cows were examined and the usual tests failed 
to show any trace of disease. Finally a test 
was made with the Koch lymph last Friday 
night. The result, according to the books, in- 
dicates the presence of tuberculosis. 


HE SAYS CATHOLICS ARE SLAVES, 


The Rev. Father Lambert Addresses a 
Large Audience at Cooper Union, 

New York, March 29.—[Special.]~The Rey. 
Father Lambert, the Catholic priest who re- 
cently left the Roman church, spoke to an im- 
mense audience at the revival meeting at Cooper 
Union this afternoon.

enced, The other half of the army took 
freight trains fer Columbiana rather than 
meet the storm. The men who marched to. 
day were neither hobos nor tram ps—those men 
took the freights. The ones who plowed over

Coxey’sarmy contains. They were mostly 
men out of work—carpenters, puddlers, wire- 
drawers, miners, and quarry men. Some 
were well and warmly dressed, others had 
barely enough to cover their bodies, but they 
ali seem to be in earnest and yield absolute 
obedience to their leaders, “If Coxey can 
get together such a lot of men in weather like 
this,’ said the Mayor of Leetonia, “ what 


will be done when the esun_ shines?’ 
Salem proved to be a tter 
town for the army than it expected. 


An oversupply of provisions was contributed. 
At Columbiana the townspeople had gathered 
enough provisions to fill two big storervoms. 
The commissary wagons could not hold all 
the supplies, and a carload will be sent ahead.

The trouble started in jealousy be- 
tween the “Unknown” and Browne, Nomi- 
nally Browne is Chief Marshal and boss of 
the whole show. The natural talents of the 
“Unknown ” brought him to the front and 
he has gradually taken the place Browne was 
incapable of fillittg. Browne has just 
awakened to the fact and is making wild at- 
tem pts to get his prestige and authority back. 
By way ofa start he tried to govern young 
Jesse Corey and failed dismally. 


Young Coxey and Browne Have a Tiff. 


Jesse Coxey is a well built young fellow of 
20, with a quiet contempt for the whole busi- 
ness, but a sincere affection for his father. 
‘The old man’s a good fellow,” he is wont to 
say in moments of confidence, ‘‘and I’m go- 
ing to see him through.’’ Browne he hates, 
and the feeling seems to be mutual, While 
Coxey was in Chicago Browne was left in 
command with the added privilege of payin 
the bills. Last night young Coxey restetscel 
at the Hotel Brainerd at Salem and this morn- 
ing Browne came down to pay the bill, 

**How much?’ asked Browne. 

* Two dollars,” said the clerk.

Browne added 50 cents to the dollar and 
looked at the clerk, The clerk picked up the 
coins, jingled them expressively and said, 
‘‘Come again.””’ Browne added two dimes 
and a nickel, and the clerk still jingled and 
still looked at Browne. As the horsehide- 
coated Marshal added the last quarter he 
expressed himself thus: ‘* Well, this is the last 
time any officer of this army will be allowed 
to stop at any of these expensive ‘ flea’ hotels, 
These hotels are bloodsucking devices, any- 
how. Hereafter if the tent isn’t good enough 
for an officer he can go back home.” 

Young Coxey walked in in time to hear the 
last sentence, “I guess I'll stay wherever I 
like,’ he said, cand the bill will be paid, too. 
You want to remember it’s not your money 
you are handiing. One would think you were 
the whole thing, to hear you talk.’’ Theinner 
history of this tiff is said to be that Browne 
had registered as ‘‘Coxey and Browne”’ and 
received a double room.

SUNSET CLUB DISCUSSES ATHLETICS, 


Professionalism Said to Be the Chief Bine 
of Sport. 

** A sound mind and a sound body’ is just 
as true a maxim as when first laid down by 
the old Roman,” said John M. Dobson in in- 
troducing the topic of * The Right and Wrong 
of Athletics” at the Sunset club last night. 
Football, he said, attracted more attention 
now than the commencement exercises of the 
colleges. The fact that twenty-five deaths in 
England last year had been caused by foot- 
balland that eight deaths from the same 
cause oceurred in this country was a warning 
that should be heeded in the athletic world. 

Dr. G. Frank Lydston opened the discus. 
sion in advocacy of the right of athletics. 
Physical exercise was nol for the city man 
whose occupations tended to the loss of 
physical health, and if it were not 
for the constant infusion of fresh, rich blood 
from the country the race of city men would 
soon become extinct. He said that athletics 
for health were capable of being abused, and 
were often brought into disrepute by competi- 
tive feats. If competitive athietics would al- 
ways involve skill, strength, endurance, and 
intelligence, there could be no objection to 
them. Because some one who is nota gen- 
tleman is taken into a football field and 
plants his heavy feet in the breast of one of 
the opposite eleven is uo reason to denounce 
football as dangerous and degrading. Box- 
ing and wregpiing, he held, were the most nat- 
ural of sports. for they called out the exercise 
of all of a man’s faculties. These sports had 
been degraded and bruta'ized by profession- 
als, but the acts of this class must not be ap- 
plied to amateurs. The sooner professional- 
ism is sat down upon the better it will be for 
legitimate athletics. 

Prof. John C. Grant, Principal of the Har- 
vard School, opened the discussion for the 
opposite side. Wrong athletics, he averred, 
had debauched the public mind to the extent 
that people had come to believe that our 
eeminaries had degenerated into ‘“sport- 
inaries.’’ ‘hey have dethroned the high ideals 
of seekers after real knowledge and set up idols 
instead. The speaker reviewed modern 
athietics as found in the higher schools of 
learning and argued that they were subversive 


wili towards.the government and people of 
the United States in the ready and splendid 
cordiality with which he promoted by every 
means the recent World’s Columbian Expo- 
sition.”’ 

Origin of the Titles, 

The Rev. Dr. de Paradis told of the title 
that had been conferred upon Mr. Onahan.

TSAGAINSTGULF ROAD 


JUDGES CALDWELL AND SANBORN 
DECIDE FOR UNION PAOIFIO. 


It Is Relieved from Operating Julesburg 
Branch and Paying the Interest on the 
Gulf Bonds—William D. Cornish of St. 
Paul Named as Master=English Stock- 
holders Responsible for Central Pacitic 
Board Changes ati Benefited by 
a Big Deal=Railway Notes. 

Omana, Neb., March 29.—[Special.]—The 
great Union Pacific-Gulf case has 
dragged along in the United States Circuit 
Court since Monday morning vefore Juages 
Caldwell and Sanborn ended this morning in 
a decision against the Gulf road. When 
court convened Judge Sanborn said there was 
no necessity fer further argument on the case 
asthe authorities quoted were familiar to 
Judge Caldwell and himself, and that 
further arguments wofild not alter their 
opinions of the case. Judge Sanborn then 
read the decision. The court heid thatthe 
court of original jurisdiction for the Union 
Pacific system was the Circuit Court sitting in 
Nebraska and for the Gulf the Circuit 
Court sitting in Cvlorado and Wyo- 
ming. The decision, in a nutshell, 
relieves the Union Pacific from op- 
erating the Julesburg branch and paying 
the interest on the Gulf bonds, The, court 
held that as the receivers of the Union Pa- 
cific had operated the Gulf from Oct. 13 to 
Dec. 18 they assumed the debts of the Gulf 
for that time, and are therefore lield responsi- 
ble and liable for the interest on the bonds 
for the sixty-five days and should be cotn- 
pelled to pay the Guif now the full amount 
of this interest as compensation for the use 
of the railway for this time. 

The Judge said his duty would be to ing uire 
into this receivership and listen to all differ- 
ences existing between the receivers of the 
Gulf and the receivers of the Union Pacific 
and that he would make his report to the 
court sitting in either Omaha or Denver. 
Judge Sanborn named as this Master William 
D. Cornish of St. Paul. The court also ordered 
that the receivers of both roads make monthly 
reports to this master, who in turn would 
turn all the evidence and reports over to the 
court. The Gulf and Union Pacific receivers 
were ordered to get together and settle all 
trackage rights and shops and terminal con- 
troversies upon a fair and equitable 
basis with the Master and the Cir- 
cuit Court would settle other  is- 
sues. The order directing the receivers 
to operate the Julesburg branch will be re- 
scinded and the reveivers of the two com- 
panies will negotiate and agree upon a fair 
and just traffic agreement and. carefully con- 
sider the interests of the public as well as 
those of the parties they represent, and if 
they are unable so to agree they will su bmit 
their differences to this court and they will be 
at once settied. 

Mr. Tharston informed the court this morn- 
ing that the reteivers were not-in favor of 
abandoning the Julesburg cut-off, but were in 
favor of continuing over that road. They 
were in favor of trains being Union Pacific 
trains between Omaha and Julesburg and 
Denver and La Salle and Gulf trains between 
Julesburg and La Salle; and they were willing 
to pay a fair and just compensation for the 
use of the Gulf road to Receiver Trumbull of 
the Gulf between Julesburg and La Salle,

EXPRESS COMPANIES FIGHT THE TAX. 


Unite in a Suit Declaring the Indiana Law 
Unconstitutional. 

Irpranapouis, Ind., March 29.—[Special.] 
—The United States, American, and Adams 
Express companies began a joint suit in the 
Circuit Court here today before Judge Brown, 
asking for an injunction egainst fifty-seven 
County Treasurers in Indiana to restrain them 
from levying on property of the express Com- 
panies in lieu uf taxes assessed under the cor- 
poration tax law that was passed by the last 
Legislature. The law fixed a tax on tele- 
phone, telegraph, slceping and palace car, 
and express companies. The claim now is 
that the law is unconstitutional, as it did not 
pass the House and receive the Governor s 
signature until after midnight, March 4, the 
last duy of the iegislative session. 


CLOSING THE WATER-WORKS FIGHT. 


Decision that Indicates Ultimate Victory 
for Kansas City Bondholders. 

Omana, Neb.. March 29.—-In the legal fight 
between thie National Water-works of ‘ Kansas 
City and its eastern bondholders involving 
2.000.000. Judge Caldwell in the Federal 
Court here ordered the Water- works company 
to turn allits revenues into court minus the 
amount necessary for actual expenses. The 
court promises tu give a final decision in the 
case soon. The order is regarded as a pre- 
eursor of final victory for the bondholders. 
The case has been on two years.

Axwarouis, Md.. Match 29.—[Special.!— 
The lobbyists working in the interest of race- 
track companies outside of Maryland today 
succeeded in killing the bill ‘to prohibit pool- 
selling.

Nice, March 29.—/[Copyright, 1894, by 
James Gerdon Bennett.|—A livelier sight 
than that in Nice harbor this morning it is 
impossible to imagine. At 6 o’clock the basin 
was so crowded that there was scarcely space 
for one to move. From that time until 9:30 
o’clock it was one continuous procession of 
yachts. First came the big sailing craft 
headed by the Britannia starting on the 
cruiser race to Monaco and back. The wind 
was brisk. The Britannia got a neat start 
and from that time the President Carnot Sévres 
vase and the gold medal given by the Union 
des Yachts Francais were assured. The order 
of the others was Valkyrie second, Oretta 
third, and Bluerock fourth. The Cristofero 
Colombo won the‘ainder ten tons cruisers’ 
race.

As to Seigniorage. , 
CurcaGco, March 22.—{ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—lI read your quoted definition of seigniorage in 
thi®'morning’s paper. Willyou please teil me: 

1. Theactual value of a silver dollar piece being 
(say) 55 cents, is there seigniorage of 45 cents’ 
worth of bullion left in the government's posses- 
sion: 

2. What is the actual cost of manufacturing a 
silver dollar, aside from the raw material? 

3. Assuming that the seigniorage belongs to the 
government and that there is a fixed charge for 
minting, will the coin made therefrom be worth 
more or less than the dollar now in use? 

A READER. 
fi. The actual bullion value of the silver dol- 
lar now is about 46 cents. This must be sub- 
tracted from the price paid by government for 
the silver (that averaging considerably less than 
the nominal par of. $1.29'4 per ounce), and the 
remainder lessened by the cost of alloy an@ of 
the: coinage process. What is left will be the 
nominal. gain to the government, but it is not 
seigniorage, nor is it actual gain, since the ex- 
cess is pledged to the redemption of the coin, as 
if the 37144 grains of the pure metal it contains 
were worth $1. : 

2. Tue Trrpune does not know. The cost has 
been stated at about three cents on the dollar of 
silver coinage, this including the cost of alloy. 
The Mexican charge is five cents on the dollar. 

3. We have no right to assume a falsehood. 
There is no such thing as seigniorage belonging 
to the Government of the United States on 
money coined from metal which is the property 
of the Nation, and there is no fixed charge for 
minting by the -United States. But the cor- 
respondent may 66 told in answer that the bullion 
value of the gold coins of the United States is 
precisely equal to their face value, unless the 
coins have lost something by abrasion in being 
handled after their issue ie the mint. }

LABOR RECOGNIZED AT OMAHA BY LAW. 


Wage Question to Be Decid- 
ed in Court, 

Omana, Neb., March 29.—[Special.]—Gen- 
eral Solicitor Thurston of the Union Pacific 
this momning proposed to the employés that 
they refer the wage question to a commission- 
er instead of trying it in court.
